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On March 7 and 8, 1955, NY 69l-S furnished to 
SAS JOHN J. O'TOOLE and ALEXANDER C. BURLINSON the following 
information obtained by the informant as a result of contact 
with Canadian CP functionaries in Toronto, Canada, between 
February 24 and 28, 1955, 


PAUL PHILLIPS 


PAUL PHILLIPS, Canadian CP functionary, when contacted 
by NY 694-S, stated that LEON and ALITA LETWIN, LYL Delegates 
to a meeting in East Berlin in late February, 1955, had 
arrived in Toronto on February 18 and had gone immediately 
to the home of JEAN MORRISON. (It will be noted that before 
the LETWINS left NYC for Toronto, LEON WOFSY, LYL functionary, 
had told NY 694-S that the LETWINS upon arrival in Toronto 
would report to 122 Westmoreland Avenue, Toronto, in care of 
JEAN MORRISON. It will be noted also that TIM BUCK, through 
his girlfriend, ELIZABETH MASCOLO, previously had identified 
this name and address as a Canadian GP mail drop formerly 
identified as "Appleton", The informant had been requested by 
MASCOLO, who was then in New York, to transmit this information 
to the National Committee of the CP, USA.) 


JEAN MORRISON introduced the LETWINS to STEVE ENDICOTT, 
leader of the Canadian equivalent of the LYL.  ENDICOTT was 
the sole Canadain CP representative to the Kast Berlin meeting 
to which the LETWINS were to go. According to PHILLIPS, ENDICOTT 
had been in Moscow in the spring of 1951. on LYL business, and 
upon his return to Canada, had been appointed head of the 
"Youth Movement" in Canada. PHILLIPS further identified STEVE 
ENDICOTT as the son of JAMES ENDICOTT, head of the "Peace 
Movement" in Canada, and STALIN prize winner several years ago. 


According to PHILLIPS, it originally was planned 
that the LETWINS and ENDICOTT travel together to the Éast 
Berlin meeting; but, for security reasons, the plan was changed. 
On Sunday, February 20, 195l, the LETWINS flew from Montreal 
to Paris, and after a six hour layover in Paris, flew to 
Vienna, where they arrived on the following day in the American 
zone of Vienna. ENDICOTT flew "by a parallel route" to the 
American zone of Vienna. The LETWINS and ENDICOTT met in

Vienna and nNDICOTT arranged through officials in the Soviet 
zone of Vienna for the transportation of the three to kast 
Berlin. 


PHILLIPS stated that he had provided the LETWINS 
with one-way plane tickets and sufficient cash for their 
purposes. The L5TWINS were advised that they might travel 
wherever they pleased after the Berlín conference, but 
inasmuch as they were scheduled to return to Toronto by 
April 1, 1955, they also weretold to use good judgment with 
respect to travel in Europe. The Canadian CP, PHILLIPS stated, 
was very pleased with the LETWINS, and wished to compliment 
the CP, USA for the efficiency demonstrated in sending them 
to Canada. fully prepared for their trip to hast Berlin. 


PHILLIPS said "the people on the other side" would 

be most pleased with the manner in which the LETWINS! trip 
was arranged and "undoubtedly will use this channel move 

requently in the future", The Canadians, he said, "will 
recommend it", PHILLIPS then mentioned that the original 
letter to TIM BUCK, requesting that LYL representatives attend 
the East Berlin conference, had been sent by GLORIA SEGAL , 
whom he refrained from further identifying. 


The next subject of conversation with PHILLIPS 
concerned ISIDORE NEEDLEMAN, As will be recalled from previous 
correspondence in the SASH-LSPIONAGE-R file, NEEDLEMAN and 
PHILLIPS, on the occasion of their meeting in Toronto, had 
several private conferences, after one of which PHILLIPS 
asked NEEDLEMAN how to spell the name "SEBORER". MAX SEBORER 
is NEEDLEMAN!S "leg man" and his brother NOAH SEBORER reportedly 
is living in Mexico as a retired school teacher. Of the two 
other SEBORER brothers, JACK STUART SEBORER was Chief of the 
European Research Desk in the War Department, and OSCaR SEBORER, 
while in the US Army, served at Los Alamos, and assisted in the 
development of the Atom Bomb. The whereabouts of JACK STUART 
SEBORER and OSCAR SLBORER is unknown. 


Ås also will be recalled from previous correspondence, 


NEEDLEMAN has been waiting for information from the Soviets, 
and has indicated that this information is to be transmitted 
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to him through PAUL PHILLIPS, who supposedly will be furnished 
with the information by Canadian CP functionaries returning 
rom the Soviet Union, 


It also will be recalled that after NY 691-8 returned 
from a trip to Toronto in late December, 1954, NALDLEMAN 
inquired whether PHILLIPS had given the informant a message from 
Moscow for Ni .DLWAAN. When NY 69lj-8 asked NEEDLEMAN whether 
PHILLIPS should have transmitted such a message, NEKDLEMAN 
replied, "No - I don't blame him =~ he shouldn't tell you of 
such things". 


It will be recalled further that on February 2, 
1955, NÆEDLEKAN, referring to NY 69l-S? contemplated trip 
to Toronto, requested that the informant ask PHILLIPS whether 
NESDLEMAN should go to Toronto to see PHILLIPS. When NY 694-S 
suggested that PHILLIPS could give the informant a message 
for NELDLEMAN, the latter said, "Oh no = Don't ask him for any- 
thing more. I have to handle this myself. It's too hot", 


The above background information regarding the 
SEBORERS and the message expected by NEwDLEMAN from Moscow 
has been set out to throw some light on the following con- 
versation between NY 694-S and PHILLIPS. 


NY 69lh-S informed PHILLIPS that NLEDLEMAN had 

requested that the informant inquire whether PHILLIPS desired 
EBDLEMAN to go to Toronto to see him, The informant also 
stated that, according to N<EDLEMAN, PHILLIPS would understand 
what NEEDLEMAN meant. PHILLIPS replied, "Oh - Yes. NEEDLEMAN 
inquired about several American friends who are in Russia, 
We cannot tell him anything yet since no 'suitable! comrade 
has been traveling there or back, Therefore I have no answer 
for him. I will have nothing for him until May. At that time 
somebody will be leaving or coming back. The persons NEGDLEMAN 
thought could bring his message, they (the Soviets) could not 
use", 


According to the informant, PHILLIPS then mentioned 


that the persons who NkbkDLEMAN thought might bring him a 
message from Moscow wert MARY JENNISON, member of the National 
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Committee of the Canadian CP, and SONIA MORRIS, wife of 
LESLIE MORRIS, Canadian CP functionary. The informant infers 
that PHILLIPS had decided against using the aforementioned 
women for contact with the Soviets regarding the message 

for NEEDLEMAN. From remarks made by PHILLIPS in the past, 

NY 69h-S has inferred that both women are too talkative. The 
informant concludes therefore that the Soviets would not be 
inclined to deliver to these women the message for NERDLEMAN, 
and that, anticipating the Soviets reaction to them, PHILLIPS 
decided against using the women for that purpose. 


In the light of the information thus far obtained 
regarding the message which NELDLSHAN is awaiting from Moscow, 
NY 694-S believes that the said message concerns the missing 
SEBORER brothers, JACK STUART SESONER and OSCAR SiBOEiR, 

NY 694-S has considered the possibility that, for the informa” 
tion of MAX SEBORER, NERDLEMAN!S leg man, the latter is attempt- 
ing to determine whether JACK STUART SEBORER and OSCAR SEBORER 
re in good health, He discards that theory, however, on the 
ground that NELDLEMAN is too self centered an individual to 
be engaged in a humanitarian pursuit requiring his making trips 
to Canada, The informant is more inclined to believe that 
NEEDLEMAN!S interest in the SmBORERS is due either to past 
associations with the SZBORERS, which now constitute a threat 
to his security,or to his intention to use them in future apparatus 
activities, 


The informant considers it significant that neither 
NANDLEMAN or MAX SEBORER ever have mentioned to him the 
existence of JACK STUART SEBOZER anc OSCAR SEBORER, They 
have mentioned on occasion NOH SEDORER, who is in Mexico. The 
informant also considers it odd that NwiDLEMAN should seek 
information regardine the SEBORERS through the Canadian CP 
instead of through the Russian Embassy, or through Amtorg 
officials with whom he apparently is friendly, 


TIM BUCK and PAUL PHILLIPS 


In a separate discussion with TIM 3UCK and PAUL PHILLIPS, 
NY 69l-S furnished them with information from the CP, USA, 


Te 
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contained in referenced airtel and teletype. BUCK mentioned 

that with respect to the request forwarded to him by the CP, USA, 
through ELIZABETH MASCOLO that a Canadian atvuend a Ul conference 

in New York, the matter already had been attended to by BILL 
KASHTON, Canadian CP functionary in charge of trade union work. 
KASHTON previously had been requested to send a delegate to 

the said conference and, when BUCK contacted him, KASHTON advised 
that ROSS RUSSELL of the Canadian UE already had departed for 

the New York conferences. 


BUCK requested that NY 69ij-S inform the CP, USA, that, 
as regards the matter of the Uli merger, it would be better 
from the Canadian point of view for the UE to merge with the 
UAWA. This, however, is just a suggestion on BUCK'S part; the 
Canadians will not do anything of which the CP, USA, would 
not approve. 


With respect to the proposed merger of the Packing 
House Workers with Amalgamated Meat Cutter and Butcher 
Workmens! Union, BUCK said that the CP, USA, should understand 
that the Canadian position in the merger is not so strong as 
is the American position. The Canadians desire that the 
Americans put the Canadian CP in a better position for bargaining: 
the CP, USA, should get assurances that Canadian CP members 
will not be ousted from the union, and also that the Canadians 
will not be "victimized" as a result of the merger. (This 
message from BUCK was delivered to GLONGE WATT, CP, USA, trade 
union functionary, through CG 502h-S, who was in New York at 
the time of NY 691 -S! return to New York from Canada, WATT, 
according to CG 5824-S, expressed himself as being wholly in 
accord with BUCK!S views.) 


> PAUL PHILLIPS, during this conversation, was advised 
that NY 69l-S was awaiting the arrival from Detroit of LEE 
MARSH, CP functionary whom the informant was to introduce to 
BUCK and PHILLIP so that MARSH might discuss with them language 
group problems and related matters, The informant emphasized 
that MARSH was to be briefed only on local problems concerning 
the Detroit-Michigan area and the adjoining Canadian area, 
The CP, USA, did not desire that MARSH be briefed on national 
problems, the informant told BUCK and PHILLIPS, 
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PEILLIPS then stated that WALTER RIBACK had been in 
contact with the Canadian CP concerning some language group 
problems, particularly problems concerning literature, small 
quantities of which are currently being sent to KIBACK. It 
will be noted that while in Toronto in December, 1951, the 
informant was asked by PHILLIPS why 'WIBACK, who was with the 
IWO in New York City", could not go to Toronto to discuss 
language group problems. (It is believed that WALTER RIBACK, 
mentioned here, is identical with WALTER RIBACK, former IWO 
organizer, subject of New York file 100-55535,) 


PHILLIPS stated that the Canadian CP still desires 
that language group leaders, particularly Slavs, go to 
Canada for the following reason? 


There is being organized a two year campaign for 
the purpose of "rallying" as many Slav groups as possible in 
North and South America. The purpose of the campaign is to 
consolidate these groups into a unified Slav group capable of 
concerted action, They are to be brought closer to their 
home ties, to be made aware of their national heritage and 
importance. In connection with this campaign, contributions 
will be solicited from all Slavs for the erection of a monument 
commemorating Slav struggles and achievements. The monument 
will be a large building to be erected behind the Iron Curtain, 
probably in Poland. Referring to the aforementioned monument, 
PHILLIPS said, "Sure, they will put up a building in Poland. 
The, Poles and the Russians will rut it up. The money raised 
will be kept by us", 


PEILLIPS stated that it was desired that "the 
Americans do the same thing". He stated that a conference 
would be held in Canada in mid-May in connection with this 
campaign and that it was important that american delegates 
attend the said conference. Tne Canadians, according to 
PHILLIPS, already are taking certain steps to put the campaign 
in motion: The'head" of a Canadian-Russian paper, not other- 
wise identified, presently is touring the South American countries = 
Brazil, Uruguay, Argentina, Chile, and Venezuela, where he is 
laying the foundation for the campaign during a series of 
speaking engagements. The campaign, according to PHILLIPS, will 
be probably announced through the "language papers" on July Li 
next. 
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The informant then inquired of BUCK and PHILLIPS 
whether they had received any news regarding the political 
situation in Moscow, which NY 69h-S might transmit to the 
CP, USA. BUCK replied that there was "no news" = that no one 
had gone to Moscow recently, the only leading Canadian CP 
functionary now in Moscow being MARY JENNISON, who is there on 
a six months visit. According to BUCK, at a recent meeting of 
top Canadian CP functionaries, the change in the Moscow political 
Scene was discussed, and it was interpreted as indicating that 
by reason of the dangerous Formosan situation, Russia had 
decided "to warn" the US by exhibiting its ability to shift 
swiftly to concentration on heavy industry. This "shift" 
necessitated replacing MALENKOV with a man more cepable of 
effecting policies conducive to said concentration on heavy 
industry. BUCK said the Canadian CP considered the "shift" as 
"well timed!, exhibiting to the US a sign of strength at a 
eritical moment. 


LEE MARSH 


NY 694-S advised that LEW MARSH, Detroit CP functionary, 
did not arrive in Toronto until Saturday, February 26, after 
the informant!s conference with BUCK and PHILLIPS, as outlined 
above. MARSH was driving/195l. Chevrolet, four-door green sedan, 
with Michigan license BB-ll53. He met NY 694-S in the latter's 
hotel room at the King Edward Hotel,and after introducing 
himself, stated he had driven from Detroit to Toronto via 
Windsor, Ontario. NY 69h-S informed MaRSH that BUCK and PHILLIPS, 
whom the informant had contacted earlier on that day, would not 
be available for interview until the following day. MARSH, 
who was quite tired as a result of his trip from Detroit, 
expressed a desire to rest for a few hours. It was arranged that 
he stay at the YMCA in Toronto and that he and NY 69lj-8 meet 
again in the evening of that day. 


Upon meeting MARSH later, the informant noted that MARSH 
is about 516" in height, has black hair, brown eyes, wears 
glasses, and weighs about 140 pounds, MARSH mentioned that he 
is 35 years of agt, that he is a shectemetel worker by 

rade,and thet he is the father of two children, According to 
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NY 69l-S, MARSH seemed well educated. He was quite security con- 
scious, informing NY 69L-8 that he had parked his car several 
miles from the King Edward Hotel. After he had determined 

to his own satisfaction that NY 69Í-S was the individual whom 
he was to meet, MARSH engaged for a time in routine conversation 
concerning the CP,which is not particularly relevant to 

instant investigation. 


NY 69l-S informed MARSH that among the matters the 
latter might discuss with BUCK and PHILLIPS, MARSH should not 
forget to mention re-establishment of contact between the 
Detroit CP and the Windsor, Ontario CP; lenguage group problems 
of mutual interest; the training school to be orgenized in 
Canada for American CP members; and broadcasts to be made in 
Canada and beamed to the Detroit area, MaRSH agreed to discuss 
these matters with BUCK and PHILLIPS, but did not mention what 
else he had in mind for discussion with the aforesaid Canadian 
CP officials. 


Referring to "weaknesses" in the Detroit CP organiza- 
tion, MARSH stated that in Detroit there is an "under- 
estimation of security" and lack of an effective CP control 
commission. He said that the CP in Detroit does not effectively 
investigate "suspectod cases". Such matters as where does 
a "suspect" live, what are his habits, personal and otherwise, 
are ignored by the Detroit CP. He stated there were cases 
where there was absolutely no investiration of persons suspected 
of disloyalty to the CP, 


The Detroit CP leadership, he said, are in agreement 
with respect to the necessity of establishing an effective 
apparatus for the investigation of suspected pursons, but 
never have taken the steps required to establish such an apparatus. 
MARSH considers this attitude criminal. He cited the cases 
of BILL and FRANCINE ALBERTSON, both of whom were expelled 
from the Party. FRANCINE is suspected of collaborating with the 
FBI, and MARSH personally is convinced that she is. although 
several people in the Party were assigned to check her habits 
and contacts, they, never did so, their excuse having been that 
they were"too busy. 
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Of people contacted by FRANCINE after her expulsion, 
several have been expelled and others are under suspicion, 
Much damage was suffered by the Party as a result of her 
talking. In MARSH'S opinion, if an effective control apparatus 
had been in operation, FRANCINE would have been discredited 
long before she was, and furthermore she would not have been able to 
contact and influcnee the people whom she did. 


In the hope of ascertaining the CP registration 
figures in the Detroit area, NY 69l-S8 told MARSH that in the 
past he had been familiar with tho Detroit CP, had regarded 
it as a large arca, and now hoped that its membership had not 
been adversely affected during the past "five critical years". 
MARSH replied - cryptically, according to NY 69h-S = "You 
know we don!t give out any figures at this time. But I can 
tell you this much - that our mumbership in Detroit has suffered 
terrific losses. Detroit is only half as large as the 
Philadelphia membership, and also only half of the Eastern 
Pennsylvania (Pittsburgh) membership". M:RSH then mentioned 
that in Detroit SAUL WELLMAN is the only full-time paid CP 
functionary, his salary being $60 per week. Most of the other 
leading CP functionaries, he said, have outside jobs. 


The informant then asked MARSH what CARL WINTERS 
planned to do after his release from prison. MARSH stated that 
WINTERS would have to get a job in industry. Before doing so, 
however, WINTERS, according to MaRSH, would take a month's 
vacation. It was MARSH'S opinion that WINTERS would continue to 
reside in the Detroit area. MARSH then stated that in his opinion, 
and in the opinion of the other Detroit CP functionaries, there 
should be an end to CP hysteria. That, he said, is why the 
Party is so concerned about sending a half dozen or more key 
people in the Detroit CP to a GP school for higher political 
and organizational training. He has in mind five people in 
Detroit in key industries, such as the UAWA, and in his opinion, 
if these people could be better trained, they would be in a 
position to influence at least thirty thousand people. This, 
he said, is only one reason why proper schooling of such people 
would make the Detroit CP more effective, 


According to MARSH, in the last six months of 1955, 
the Detroit CP anticipates that a'gigantic struggle between the 
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automobile companies and the unions will arise.  REUTHER, MARSH 
stated, is endeavoring to avoid this situation. The unions, 
MARSH said, will be strongest in the Ford plant, and weakest 

in the Dodge plant. It would be considered a major victory 
this year if the automobile workers can win a concession of a 
guaranteed week's work, 


On Sunday, February 27, NY 69l-S took MARSH to 
PAUL PHILLIP'S home to meet TIM BUCK and PHILLIPS. MAsRSH 
made it clear that he desired a private interview with PHILLIPS 
and BUCK and the informant therefore left MARSH alone with 
PHILLIPS and BUCK after a short conversation in which all engaged. 
Before NY 694-S left, he heard BUCK tell MARSH that BUCK was 
glad to re-establish contact with the Detroit CP through MARSH 
and that before MARSH should leave, BUCK would advise him of 
three methods whereby contact could be maintained by the Detroit 
CP with the Canadian CP. BUCK stated that he would arrange on 
that day to have a Canadian Comradc drive with MARSH to Windsor, 
Ontario, where MaRSH would be introduced to Windsor CP function- 
aries. BUCK also mentioned that in June or July of this year 
a CP school in Canada would be available to the Detroit CP, 
Before leaving, NY 69h-S was requested by BUCK to contact NORMAN 
FRIED, Canadian CP functionary in charge of education and "the 
peace movement", 


NORMAN FRIED 


Upon contacting NORMAN FRID, NY 69U-S was given by 
FRIED a note to be transmitted to TOM RICHARDSON of the CP, USA, 
the note being to the effect that RICHARDSON'S presence at a 
conference in Canada was desired. The purpose of the conference 
was to discuss "a directive from the other side" regarding 
the peace movement. The Bureau previously has been informed 
regarding this matter. 


Upon his return to NY, NY 69L-5 gave the aforesaid 
note to CG 582l-S, who was then in New York, for transmittal to 
RICHARDSON through a member of the CP, USA, National Committee, 
OG 582h-S delivered the note to PHIL BART who promised to 
deliver it to RICHARDSON. According to BART, who read the note, 
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RICHARDSON, in BART'S opinion, should not have “been the 
addresses of the note "since ho no longer has the position", 
BART stated that he believed two other people (not identified) 
would go to the conference to which RICHARDSON had been invited. 


Sal CARR 


SAM CARR, upon meeting the informant, stated that he 
recently was "called on the carpet" by the Canadian CP 
Secretariat to answer charges of having violated a Party rules 
The individuals before whom he had to appear were TIM BUCK 
and LESLIE MORRIS, members of the Secretariat, and CHARLIE 
SIMS, who is not a member of the Secretariat, but who had been 
called in to attend this particulor hearing. 


The reason for CARR'S being charged with violation 
of Party rule is as follows: 


Since his release from prison, CARR has been active in 
the Canadian equivalent of the Jewish People's Fraternal 
Organization. While CARR was in prison this organization paid 
CARR!S dues and kept him in good standing, for which he was 
duly gratoful. On numerous occasions since CARR has returned 
from prison, he has been invited to address meetings of this 
organization, but always has declined, giving one reason or 
another. Finally, however, CARR could think of no more 
plausible excuses for not specking, and on a recent Sunday 
morning made an address to the organization . The subject 
matter of his speech, he said, was unimportant, but when it was 
reported to leading CP functionaries, CARR was summoned before 
the Canadian CP Secretariat, &s mentioned above. 


When before the Secretariat, CARR was told that 
upon being relcastd from prison he had beon instructed to 
make no specches, and that in doing so he had deliberately 
violatcd the Party's rule, and that such insubordination 
would not be tolvrated. CARR stated that he allowed the 
Secretariat to axcoriate him for a few minutes and then 
"blew his top" 
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He told them they should now listen to him. They 
"had a lot of norvél in attcmpting to "gag" him. He had never 
injured the Party. They convenicntly were forgetting that he 
had worked for the Party for 32 years, ten of which he spent 
in jail, He nevertheless never complained about his time in jail. 
The Party "had another guess coming" if they thought they could 
shut him up. Instead of being so petty, they should listen 
to what he h.d to say. They should discuss with him what his 
political contributions to the Party could be. To this they 
agrued. 


He stated that in "the spy case" hc did exactly as 
the Party told him to do. The Party, in 1916, wrote a 
statement, supposcdly written by CARR, and CARR never complained 
about it or chollanged it. He spent ycars in hiding only 
for tho purpose of saving the Party from embarrassment. ring 
that time, he made no demands upon the Party. In fact, he 
was so disciplined that during thc last year prior to his 
arrest in the USA, he sent his contact PHIL FIELD to Canada on 
three scparate occasions to inguire whether CARR should return 
to Canada and "face the Commission", On cach occasion CaRR 
was ordered not to return, and he obeyod instructions. ring 
these latter years, CARR had been shunned by the Party, but 
from now on he is going to assert himself. If they value him 
as à person, they had better listen to what he has to saye 


CARR told the Scerctariat that he took exception to 
the Party slogan "Put Canada First" in that the said slogan 
roflocts o "wrong netionalism and is misundcrstood. He also told 
the Secretariat that the Canadian OP should have closer ties 
with the CP, USaz that the Canadian CP could assist the CP, USA, 
much more than it has. By strengthening the CP, USA, he said, 
the Canadian CP would be fighting American imperialism} which 
is the main threat to Canadisn independence, 


CaRR told BUCK that it was not his desire to engage 
in a "knock-down ond drag-out" fight with the Canadian CP - 
that he would do nothing that might disrupt the Canadian CP. 
He desired BUCK to know, however, that he no longer was inclined 
to be a more puppet, 
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CHARLIE SIMS, according to CARR, became abusive 
in his language to CARR, ordering the latter "to shut up", 
For a moment it seemed that SIMS and CARR might engage in 
fisticuffs, but BUCK and MORRIS pushed SIMS out/the room 
before SIMS could say more. . 


CARR introduced NY 69lj-8 to two individuals visiting 
at the CARR hom. - BYRON and HELEN RANDALL. CaRR stated that 
HELEN RANDALL is a sister or sister-in-law of hUDY SHOHAN 
(Bufile 100-233970), with alias:  RAYMOND ARTHUR DAVIS, LYL 
functionary in the USa in the 1920!s and later a writer in 
Canada, using the pseudonym RAYMOND ARTHUR DAVIS.  SEOHAN, 
according to CARR, currently is appealing a conviction for 
passport fraud in Canada. CARR also mentioned that SHOHAN was 
a former member of the National Committec of the Canadian CP. 
CARR stated that RANDALL had lived in San Francisco at one time 
and hed spent considerable time in Mexico. BYRON RANDALL, CARR 
said, is an American and has been a forcign correspondent. 

In 1917 BYRON RANDALL travelled to Yugoslavia, according to 
CARR. HELEN RANDALL, CARR said, is of Canadian birth. 


In the few words NY 69l;-8 had with the LAND:.LLS, 
he ascertaincd that they presently are residing with relatives 
in Toronto and that they are looking for c permanent place 
to live in Toronto. They indicated that they ere members of 
the CP, and mcntionod that while in Mexico they had mot many 
Americans. According to the informent, BYRON RANDALL had been 
in a half hour private conference with SAM CARR before the 
informant met him, 


LESLIE MOREIS 


In a short conference with LwiLIL MORRIS, membcr of the 
Canadian CP Secretariat, and now sccond in commend to TIM 
BUCK, NY 69L-8 inquired whether STANLEY RYERSON, Canadian CP 
functionary now assigned to the Cominform, had arrived scfely 
in Bucharest, MORRIS stated that «YuHSON presently is in 
Russia but will leave for Bucharcst in a fow weeks. 


The informant advises that a photograph of STANLEY 
RYERSON appearcd in the 3/7/55 issue of "The Canadian Tribune", 
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CP publication. as evidence of the fact that the Canadian CP 

is concealing the real purpose of RYERSON'S having left Canada, 
the informant referred to tho following language eppearing under 
the photograph of RYERSON: 


| "STANLEY RYERSON, member of the Notional Executive 

| Committee of the Labor-Progressive Party, who is on leave of 
absence, taking treatment in Cacchoslovakia for injuries received 
in an automobile accident in 1953 during his campaign as a 
federal candidate of the LPP in Hamilton."

The following details of NY-69l-S' trip to 
Toronto, Canada between 11/10/5l and 11/15/54 were 
furnished by the informant to SAS JOHN J. O'TOOLE, JR. 
AND ALEXANDER C. PURLINSON. 
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It should be noted that the informátion contained 
herein, by its nature, reflects NY-69l-S, a highly 
valuable informant, to be the source thereof, Extreme 
caution must be exercised in disseminating this information, 
lest the security of NY-691-5 be jeopardized. It is 
suggested that with respect to reports concerning 
individuals mentioned herein, information be forwarded to 
the Pureau by cover letter and that there be no 
dissemination outside the Bureau, 
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NY-69li-S advised that owing to illness, SAM 
BROWN, NEEDLEMAN!S "leg-man,' was unable to accompany the. 
informant and NEEDLEMAN on their trip to Toronto between 
11/10/54 and 11/15/54. SUSAN NEEDLEMAN, NEEDLEMAN!S 
16 year old daughter, accompanied her father and NY-69l-S 
on this trip. 


While en route to Toronto by automobile, NY-69l-S 
and NEEDLEMAN engaged in a more or less general conversa- 
tion, but several pertinent matters disoeussed. were as 
follows: 


NEEDLEMAN said that he first met MAX SEBORER in 
1923 when he and SEBORER were students at Cornell 
University, Ithica, NY. He and SEBORER have been close 
friends ever since then, and through SEBORER, NEEDLEMAN 
became acquainted with the latter's brother, NOAH, who 
resides with his family in Mexico, living on an income of 
$70 per week, derived from "a pension and insurance money." 


NEEDLEMAN stated that he had made his first 
trip to the west coast with MAX SEBORER in the late 1920!s 
and that in the intervening years, he has made many other 
trips to the west coast. He stated he is particularly 
well acquainted with the San Francisco area, which he 
likes very much, 


NY-694-S made reference to CHAO TING CHI, 

reportedly Vice-President of the Communist controlled Bank 
of China in China, and husban r, respectively, 
of HARRIET LEVINE CHI uel and EMIL CHI, 
whom NY-69U-S had met at the home of PHILIP and OLGA FIELD b3 
at Hampton Bays in the summer of 1951. Referring to CHAO b7E 
TING CHI, NY-69L-S asked NEEDLEMAN whether said CHI was the 
. Same individual who had been at the Workers School in 

NY in the late 1920's and early 1930's. NEEDLEMAN replied 
that CHI was the same person to whom NY-69U-S referred, 
and further stated that he and CHI are very good friends. 
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NZEDLEMAN stated that while CHI ostensibly 
had been CHIANG-KAI-shek!s agent and financial advisor 
in the U.S., CHI actually was a member of the Chinese 
CP, When, in 1916, CHIANG-KAI-shek ordered CHI!s return 
to China, CHI was unwilling to go, fearing that CHIANG- 
K^l-shek had learned that CHI was a Communist agent, 
NSEDLEMAN said that he had "sat up all night" on an occasion 
in 1946, attempting to persuade CHI to return to China, 
NEEDLEMAN finally convinced CHI that CHIANG-KAI-shek 
could not have learned that CHÍ was a Communist agent. 
CHI consequently returned to China. CHT left behind him 
in the U.S., his wife, HARRIET LEVINE CHI and two sons, 
EMIL and CARL CHI. CARL is now a student at Harvard 
University. 


After CHI was in China for sometime, he notified 
his wife, HARRIET, that he "was finished with her," 
CHI, according to NEEDLEMAN, "was and is, considered a 
financial wizard and is referred to now as tone of the 
leading guys! in the Chinese Government." NEEDLEMAN 
and CHI'still are good friends, and CHI has many other 
good friends here," 


Álthough NEEDLEMAN originally had planned to 
stop en route to Canada at Cornell University + his Alma 
Mater - he decided instead to stop at Rochester, NY, 
according to the informant. There apparently was no 
particular reason for this change in plan. In passing, 
NEEDLEMAN mentioned that if they had decided to stay at 
Buffalo overnight, his "good friend Nathanial Cantor (ph.), 
prominent Buffalo atterney, would have been happy to 
offer the party accommodations for the night." 


Late in the evening of 11/10/54 NY-69l+S, 
NEEDLEMAN and the latter's daughter, SUSAN, went to a 
motel, where NY-69l-S anticipated they would stay c' .. 
until eight or nine o'clock on the morning of 11/11/54. 
NY-69h-S went to bed about 11:00 P.M, and - to hís 
surprise - was awakened at 3:00 A,M. on tho morning of 
11/11/5l by NEEDLEMAN, who peremptorily ordered the 
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informant "to get up and get going." NBEDLEMAN, according 
to NY-694-8, obviously desired to cross the Canadian 
border at 5:30 A,M., when the border guards would be 

least alert, and not inclined to engage in lengthy 
questioning of persons crossing the border at that hour. 


£t the border, NEEDLEMAN and his daughter 
remained in the automobile, while NY-69lj-S went into the 
guards! office to obtain clearance, A guard went out 
to the car and asked NEEDLEMAN several questions. 
According to NEEDLEMAN, in reply to a question concerning 
his place of birth, he responded quickly and loudly, 
"Russia." He asked the guard whether the latter would 
like to see his American citizenship papers, which he 
said, he had in his pocket, The latter stated that they 
would not be necessary, In telling the story of his 
encounter with the border guard to NY-691-S, NEEDLEMAN 
laughingly stated that if the guard had "called his 
bluff," NEEDLEMAN could not have produced any papers, 
for he had not brought any with him. 


While en route to Canada, NEEDLEMAN also 
mentioned that one of his reasons for going to Toronto 
was "to do something for Olga Field," He asked NY-69L-S8 
whether the latter knew a Toronto attorney named "FINKELSTEIN" 
with whom he desired to discuss OLGA!s case, The 
informant believes NEEDLEMAN had reference to a well 
known CP lawyer in Toronto, whose given name NY-69l-S 
believes to be 'JIMMY." 


Upon arrival in Toronto, the party went 
immediately to the home of JACK COWAN, Canadian CP 
functionary end owner of the "Overseas Travel Service," 
inasmuch as the accommodations at COWAN's home were 
limited, NEEDLEMAN and his deughter remained there as 
house guests and NY-69h.$ went to a hotel. COWAN arranged 
for NEEDLEMAN to meet the attorney FINKELSTEIN later 
in the day and also arranged that NEEDLEMAN and NY-69h-S 
meet SAM CARR at a hotel for lunch. 
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At lunch, after the usual exchange of greetings, 
NEEDLEMAN told CARR that one of his reasons for going 
to Canada was to determine whether OLGA FIELD was still 
a citizen of Canada. He said that it was important that 
She not be a Canadian citizen; that if she should be, 
it would be imperative that such citizenship be cancelled. 
Under the U.S. deportation laws, he said, OLGA would fare 
better as a citizen of Russia, in which case she could 
be placed under bond and remain in the U.S. indefinitely. 


CARR stated that in his opinion, OLGA did: ` 
forfeit her Canadian citizenship many years ago, when 
she left for the States. She had been a derivative 
Canadian citizen by virtue of her father's naturalization 
papers, CARR said, but, under Canadian law, if a derivative 
Canadian citizen, while abroad, does not report regularly 
to Canadian authorities, his Canadian citizenship is 
cancelled. CARR stated he recalled that to have been 
OLGA's case ~ that she deliberately had abandoned her 
Canadian citizenship. 


NEEDLEM/N said that he could not depend 
exclusively upon CARR!s memory of the facts; that he 
must investigate the legal aspects of the situation, and 
hence, confer with FINKELSTEIN regarding it, He further 
remarked that if OLGA really was a Canadian citizen, 
"money would be no object in getting to the right people." 


NEEDLEMAN remarked that he was willing to pay 
as much as $5,000 for this purpose. 


CARR said that "$5,000 would not mean a thing 
because it was tried before." He said that several 
years ago a similar case arose concerning MEYER KLIG, 
who had left Canada years ago to become an official of 
the Fur Workers Union in the USA. In KLIG's case, 

CARR said, both the Canadian CP and the International 
Fur Workers Unien were desirous of KLIG!s returning to 
Canada. A Canadian cabinet member - ROEBUCK (ph,), (FNU) 
was approached and wes offered many thousands of dollars 
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"to arrange" KLIG's status. The said cabinet member, 
however, declined to cooperate. 


NEEDLEMAN made no further pertinent remarks 
concerning OLGA!s status, except to mention again that 
he would "work it out" with FINKELSTEIN, nor did 
NEEDLEMAN indicate any reason for his considerable concern 
about the possibility of OLG^!s deportetion. 


The informant states that although, as OLGA's 
attorney, NEEDLEMAN!s interest could be only professional, 
and as a personal friend, the latter's interest could 
be only friendly, the informant, nevertheless, feels 
that NEEDLEMAN has further interest in the case, NY-69h-S 
believes that NEEDLEMAN does not wish OLGA FIELD to 
be deported, lest the Canadian Government interrogate 
her and learn of her association in the past with SAM 
CARR of the Canadian Espionage ring. NEEDLEMAN also feels, 
in the informant's opinion, that through OLGA, the 
Canadian Government might learn of NEEDLEMAN!s past 
associations with SAM CARR and consequently advise the 
U,S. Government to that effect. ` 


After lunch, NEEDLEMAN and NY-69l-S left SAM 
CARR, agreeing to meet the latter on another occasion, 
and went to JACK COWAN!s office at the World Trading 
Corporation, where a business meeting was to be held 
regarding an invention which COWAN considers to have 
unlimited possibilities and in which COWAN and his 
partner, SID BLINIK, through their World Trading Corporation, 
have invested $30,000, 


By reason of the fact that patents for the 
said invention are pending, and only one workable 
model of the invention is in existence at the present time, 
the invention was discussed, rather than demonstrated, at 
the business meeting. 
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Referred to as the "Notator," the invention 
is in the nature of a "musical typewriter" in that it 
produces musical notes, rather than letters or numerals. 
It allegedly will be invaluable to song writers, choral 
grovps, etc,, who desire either to present a piece of 
original music for sale to a music publishing company 
or to prepare their own manuscripts for singing or for 
playing musical instruments, The inventor is one 
"PEDOLNICK" (ph.), (FNU), a CP member in Canada, 


NEEDLEMAN was present at the meeting to 
repre sent SAM BROWN and to make a report for BROWN in 
the latter's absence. From what NY-69l-S heard at the 
said meeting, he inferred that SAM BROWN previously had 
been commissioned by COWAN to ascertain the "market 
potential" in NY for the said "Notator." 


At the said meeting, special sample music 
sheets, rrepared with the "Notator" were exhibited. On 
said sheets was vrinted the latest symphony of the 
Russian composer SHOSTAKOVICH. According to COWAN, 
copies of these sheéts had been given to the Soviet 
Ambassador to Canada at "the anniversary party" at the 
Soviet Embassy in Ottowa on 11/17/54, The said 
Ambassador was very pleased to receive the music sheets 
and promised "to put them in the proper hands for sale." 


At the meeting it was agreed that when the 
"Notator" has been patented and manufactured in sufficient 
numbers for sale, NY-69LU-S would be the USA agent for the 
sale of the machine and SAM BROWN would be a NYC salesman 
of the machine. There was no indication given as to 
when the "Notater" might be ready for the market, 


During this business meeting, PAUL PHILLIPS, 
Canadian CP National Treasurer, walked into the office 
of COWAN and joined the group there. (According to the 
informant, PHILLIPS apparently had been advised by 
COWAN that NEEDLEMAN and NY-69h-S were to be at COWAN!s 
office at that time.) In a ort conversation with 
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PHILLIPS at the time, the informant learned that PHILLIPS 
had returned only a week before from a ten week trip 

to Russia and the Satellite countries. (As will be 
recalled, in a previous report on a trip to Toronto, 
NY-694-S advised that a group of Canadian CP functionaries 
was about to go to Canada for "briefing" in matters 
concerning their respective jurisdictional problems.) 
PHILTIPS remarked that"MC LEOD" and" ANN BULLER"had returned 
with him but that "MC EWAN and "SIMS" (ph.) had 

remained in Russia. 


While NY-=691-»S and PHILLIPS were talking, they 
were interrupted by NEEDLEMAN, who asked PHILLIPS whether 
he might talk prbvately to the latter in another room 
in COWAN's office. PHILLIPS agreed,and he and NEEDLEMAN 
left the room, remaining away for approximately å 
half hour, Subsequently, while the business meeting was 
Still in session, they returned to the conference room, 
but took no part in the business meeting, 


Concentrating on PHILLIPS and NEEDLEMAN, rather 
than on the business meeting, NY-69l-$ heard PHILLIPS 
ask NEEDLEMAN, "how to spell the names of the Seborer 
Brothers." According to NY-69l-S, PHILLIPS apparently 
believed that the others in the room were too 
preoccupied with the business conference to have heard 
his question, The informant noted that NEEDLEMAN did 
not answer PHILLIPS! inquiry vocally, but instead 
scribbled on a piece of paper, which he silently handed 
to PHILLIPS. 


The informant assumes that NEEDLEMAN had 
written on the paper the names of the SEBORER brothers. 
The informant also assumes that the SEBORER brothers 
had been a matter of discussion at the confidential 
conference of NEEDLEMAN and PHILLIPS, mentioned above, 


At no time thereafter did NEEDLEMAN or 
PHILLIPS disclose to NY-69l-S the subject matter of the 
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aforesaid confidential conference, nor did they again, in 
his presence, make any reference to "the Seborer Brothers." 
(The reference here bas been to MAX SEBORER, NEEDLEMAN! s 
"leg-man" and to one or more of MAX SEBORER!s brothers, 

of whom the latter has three, or the reference could 

have been only to the brothers and not to MAX SABORER. 
NOAH SERORER is a retired NYC school teacher, now residing 
in Mexico and is known to NEEDLEMAN. Whether NEEDLEMAN 

is acquainted with the other two SEBORER brothers is 

not known. STUART SÆBORER was known to have been employed 
in 1948 as Chief of the European Unit of Reports and 
Analysés Beach of the U.S. War Department. He was 
reportedly a contact of former U.N. functionary IRVING 
KAPLAN, having known the latter when both were in 
Washington, D. C. KAPLAN currently is an associate of 
NEEDLEMAN's and of PHILIP and OLGA FIELD. STUART 
SEBORER!s whereabouts ás. unknown to the NYO. 


(OSCAR SEBORER is an Electrical Engineer and 
was employed on the atom bomb project at Los Alamos, 
from December, 194, to December, 1916; at the Naval 
Torpedo Plant, Virginia from May, 1942 to November, 1942; 
end at the Underwater Sound Laboratory, Connecticut, 
from September, 1948 to August, 1950, His whereabouts 
“is also unknown to the NYO. 


(See report of SA JOHN J. O'TOCLE, JR., 6/28/54, 
at NY entitled, "ISIDORE GIBBY NEEDLEMAN, was; IS-R," 
pages 95 and 96 re STUART JACK SEBORER. (Bufile 100- 
341652). Re SERORER Family, see NY letter to Bureau, 
3/23/54 captioned, "ISIDORE NEEDLEMAN, was; IS-R!) 


NYw6QU-S believes NEEDLEMAN and PHILLIPS are 
much better acquainted than they pretended të De when 
NY-69l-S first brought NEEDLEMAN to Toronto. 


After the above described business meeting 
concluded, NEEDLEMAN went to meet FINKELSTEIN, the 
attorney whom he wished to consult about OLGA FIELD!s 
case. 
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NY-69l-S returned with COWAN to the latter's 
home and later was joined there by NEEDLEMAN,  COwAN 
telephonically arranged for NY-69U-S to meet TIM BUCK 
later in the evening and also for the informant to meet 
PHILLIPS again. 


At dinner on that: evening, NEEDLEMAN discussed 
with COWAN what he had done "to get COWAN into the U.S." 
He said he had arranged with "two Republican big shots" 
for COWAN to cross the border a&nto‘‘the W.S., telling 
them that it was important to COWAN!s health that the 
latter come to the USA. The "big shots"told him, he 
said, that they could arrange COWAN's crossing the border 
but that they could not guarantee the latter's protection, 
if he should be caught in the U.S.A. COWAN mentioned 
that he had received a letter from the U.S. Department 
of Immigration and Naturalization, forbidding him to 
come to the U.S.A. under penalty of jail sentence, 


COWAN stated that he could not accept the 
arrangement as suggested by NEEDLEMAN. What he desired, 
he said, is that NEEDLEMAN approach "proper authorities," 
who would send COWAN a letter officially rescinding 
the exclusion order. Such a letter, COWAN said, would 
be worth $5,000 to him. NEEDLEMAN replied that such an 
assignment would be "tough," but he would "try." He 
also stated that he did "not want Cowan's money," 


NEEDLEMAN and COWAN then engaged in a discussion 
of trade matters, during which NY-69l-S left to keep 
an appointment with TIM PUCK, which will be reported 
hereinafter under the heading, "TIM BUCK," 


On Friday morning, 11/12/54, NY-69l-S met 
NEEDLEMAN and COWAN at COWAN!s office, Arrangements were 
made for NEEDLEMAN to have lunch with CELIA and NORMAN — 
VIGOD, brother and sister of OIGA FIELD. It was further 
arranged that NY-69U-S was to meet NEEDLEMAN for 
cocktails that evening at SAM CARR!s home. 
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` According to NEEDLEMAN's remarks later, the 
latter had spent the hours between 11:30 A.M. and 
1300 P.M. with the VIGODS, discussing OLGA FIELD's 
"situation" and engaging in general social conversation. 
The VIGODS, NEEDLEMAN remarked, have a substantial 
business which is "servicing interior decorators." 


NY-69l-8 stated that at CARR!s house he 
received the impression that CARR and NEEDLEMAN had been 
together during the period when NEEDLEMAN was supposed 
to have been visiting the VIGODS. 


While at CARR!s home, NEZDLEMAN and CARR 
sat together on a couch, across the room from NY-694-S, 
After some general conversation, NEEDLEMAN said to 
NY-694-S, "Will you excuse me, if I whisper something 
to Sam?" NY-69l-8 nodded assent and NEEDLEMAN, cup»ing 
his hand, whispered into CARR!s ear. Anticipating that 
the whispered conversation ~ which he could not hear - 
would not continue for more than a moment or so, 
NY-694~S remained seated where he was, The whispered 
conversation, however, continued for fifteen or twenty 
minutes, during which the informant, greatly 
embarrassed and undecided whether to leave or stay, 
pretended to read a magazine. 


NY-69l-S noted that NEEDLEMAN!s face, as he 
talked, became increasingly flushed. (The informant 
said NEEDLEMAN's flushing was not due to embarrassment 
occasioned by his obviously bad manners, but rather 
by the subjeot matter of discussion.) 


During this whispered conference, CARR sat 
with a more or less impassive expression on his face, 
"just grunting now and then," Towards the end of 
NEEDLEMAN's whispering, CARR made one remarks 
"Okay, I'll see him on Sunday night." 


NY-69li-S has no idea of what this conversation 
concerned, but feels certain that NEEDLEMAN at this 
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time was not informing CARR ooncerning NEEDLEMAN! s 
efforts to intervene with the: Soviets in CARR!s behalf, 
Ås will appear later, under the heading, "SAM CARR," 
CARR was thoroughly annoyed at NEEDLEMAN's report con- 
cerning the latter!s contact with the Soviets in CARR!s 
behalf, 


Having studied CARR's face during the above 
described Whispered conversation, NY-69L-5 believes that 
the usually volatile and explosive CARR would have 
reflected in his face his annoyance if NEEDLEMAN, at 
that time, had been discussing his lack of success with 
the Soviets. Instead, as previously noted, CARR!s 
face was impassive throughout the whispered conversation, 


After some general discussion, NEEDLEMAN and 
NY-69l-S left SAM CARR and went to a hotel for dinner. 
The conversation there, was not pertinent to this 
investigation, NEEDLEMAN regaling NY-69l-S with a 
. number of his favorite jokes. After dinner, NEEDLEMAN 
took NY-69l-S to the home of NORMAN VIGOD, where CELIA 
VIGOD and her husband, JACK COWAN and the latter!s wife 
already were present. SAM CARR, owing to another 
engagement, was not present. The evening was purely 
social in nature, nothing relevant to this investigation 
having been discussed, 


NEEDLEMAN spent Saturday morning at COWAN!s 
home, leaving there at 1:30 P,M. with NORMLN VIGOD to 
go to the latter's place of business. 


NY-69lh-S spent Saturday afternoon with SAM 
¿RR in a Russian steam bath, where the men played cards, 
had lunch, talked and lounged. Details of CARR'S con- 
versation there, will appear hereinafter under the 
heading, "SAM CARR," 


On Saturday evening COWAN entertained at his 
home, the following guests having been present: 
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PAUL PHILLIPS and his wife; 
SAM C£RR and his wife; 
HY LEWIS and his wife; 
HENRY "H/NK" HARRIS and his wife; 
COWARN!S son, BERNARD, and the latter's wife; 
NEEDLEMAN and his daughter; 
MINNIF COHEN, who is "HANK" HARRIS! sister- 
in-law and WY-69l-S. 


The party was in honor of NEEDLEM/N!s and 
WY-69-S! visit and also in honor of PAUL PHILLIPS! 
return from the Soviet Union. 


When refreshments were served, the guests sat 
at a number of tables, NEEDLEMAN and C/RR being at one 
table, HENRY "H’NK" HARRIS and COW'N being at another 
table, and PAUL PHILLIPS and NY-69L-S being at a third 
table, The informant heard NEEDLEMAN discussing OLGA 
PIELD's case at his table, while PHILLIPS talked generally 
about "how wonderful things are in Russia" at his table. 
Although at different tables, COWAN and NEEDLEMAN were 
close enough to engage in occasional conversation. 
NY-69li-S heard COWAN ask NEEDLEMAN whether a location for 
a new Amtorg office had been found. NEEDLEMAN nodded his 
head affirmatively and made a reply to COWAN in such 
low tones that NY-69l-S could not hear NEEDLEMAN's 
answer, The informant, anxious to ascertain where 
fmtorg's new office is to be located, called to NENDLEMAN, 
"So you found a place for Amtorg." 


NEEDLEMAN seemed surprised and annoyed that 
NY-69lj-S had heard COWAN's question and replied 
brusquely, "yes, but keep your mouth shut about it. 
They are moving on April lst." 


At 1:00 A,M, on Sunday, COWAN and NEEDLEMAN 


stated they would drive PAUL PHILLIPS and the latter's 
wife home, Inasmuch as NY-69lj-S knew where PHILLIPS 
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resided,and inasmuch as PHILLIPS'home was in the general 
direction of the informant's hotel, he offered to 

drive the PHILLIPS! home. COWAN dismissed the informant's 
offer, stating that NY-69l-S would not be able to 

find the place,  £Zecording to the informant, COWAN was 
well aware that NY-69l-S "could find the place," 


The CARRs left the group early to attend . 
another party, bidding farewell to NEEDLEMAN, whom they 
did not expect to see again. 


The informant reached the conclusion that 
NEEDLEMAN desired to have another conference with 
PHILLIPS, out of the hearing of NY-69h-S, The trip from 
COWAN!s home to PHILLIPS! home, according to NY-69U-s, 
should not have required more than a half hour of 
driving time, The round trip, therefore, should not 
have been of more than an hour's duration, On the 
following day, in talking to Mrs, COWAN, NY-69l-S, 
seeking to verify his suspicions of the night before, 
casually remarked that Mrs. COWAN must have been tired 
after the party and inquired at what hour she, JACK 
COWAN and NEEDLEMAN had been able to retire, after 
"cleaning up the mess." Mrs. COWAN gave the informant 
the reply he desired: She said, "Very late. They 
didn't get back until after 3:00 A.M," 


NY-69h-S judges, therefore, that having left 
the COWAN residence at 1:00 A,M., and the round trip 
having required only an hour of driving time, NEEDLEMAN 
and PHILLIPS must have talked from 1:00 A,M, until 
2:30 A.M. The informant believes that unless the matter 
under discussion had been of considerable importance, and 
confidential, as between the two Canadians and NEEDLEMAN, 
COWAN would not have left his own home at 1:00 A.M, 
in the morning to take the PHILLIPS! home - especially 
when he knew that NY-69l-8 could have driven tüe 
PHILLIPS! home instead. 
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With reference to the Saturaay night party at 
COWAN!s house, NY-69l-S stated that in a conversation 
with RAY HARRIS, "HANK" HARRIS! wife, he asked whether 
she ever had met NEENLEMAN before. She replied, "Oh yes - 
it was while Sam (CARR) was hiding in New York." In 
connection therewith, NY-69l-S advised ' that on the day 
before he and NEEDLEMAN left New York City for Canada, 
the informant talked to SAM BROWN about the contemplated 
trip, and the fact that they would see SAM CARR in Toronto. 
BROWN, according to the informant, referring to NEEDLEMAN, 
said, "There is a fellow for youl He is the one who 
helped Sám Carr get out of the U.S. into Russia," 


NY-69l-S, NEEDLEMAN and the latter's daughter 
left Toronto on ?unday afternoon and after a stopover at 
a Rochester hotel on Sunday night, returned to NY on 
Monday, While en route to NY, NY-69lj-S mentioned Amtorg 
again, telling NEEDLEMAN that he had been interested in 
the remark NEEDLEMAN had made to COWAN at the latter's 
party, because he, NY-69l-S, previously had been assigned 
the task of locating suitable office space for Amtorg. 
NEEDLEMAN then said he had not been aware of this, and 
proceeded to tell NY-69l-S that Amtorg will occupy 5,000 
square feet of office space in a building on Liberty St,, 
NYC where the Jersey Central Lines have offices," and 
that Amtorg has an option to obtain more space there, if 
required, (The address of the Jersey Central Lines is 
143 Liberty St., NYC,) 


The informant also asked NEEDLEMAN whether the 
latter was "being bothered" by the FBI, to which NEEDLEMAN 
replied in the negative. 


Inasmuch as ELIZABETH MASCOLO, TIM “UCK's 
"girl friend," recently was in NYC and since, according to 
a highly confidential source, an unidentified "PESS" 
was in contact with NEEDLEMAN on two occasions while 
MASCOLO was in NY, NY-69l-S injected MASCOLO's name into 
the conversation with NEEDLEMAN. The latter stated he never 
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had heard of BICK!s girl friend, MASCOLO, and requested 
NWY-69h-S to describe her. NEENLEMAW!s reaction was so 
genuinely sincere, according to NY-69h-S, that he feels 
certain NERDLEMAN does not know MASCOLO. 

The informant also mentioned to NERNLEMAN, 
FRANK COE, concerning whom NEZDLEMAN stated he knew 
nothing current, except that "Coe has been looking for 
work. 


As regards OLGA FIELD's status, NEEDLEMAN . 
before leaving WY-69l-S in NY, said that "the lawyers, 
(Canadian), after careful research, had advised that Olga 
had lost her Canadian citizenship and that, therefore, 
there is no danger of her being deported to Canada."

TIM BUCK 


NY 69l-S had two meetings with TIM BUCK, Head of 
the Canadian CP. At the first meeting, the discussion was 
as follows: 


The informant conveyed to BUCK WILLIAM Z. POSTER'S 
thanks for the assistance rendered by BUCK in sending 
FOSTER!S granddaughter, BIATRICE VAN SLYKE, to Moscow for 
medical treatment.. BUCK replied that he was glad to have 
been of assistance, and remarked that according to PAUL 
PHILLIPS, Canadian CP functionary recently returned from a 
trip to the Soviet Union, "BEATRICE is okay and well treated 
in Russia," 


BUCK said that PHILLIPS had spent ten weeks in 
the Soviet Union and in the Satellite countries: and that 
of those who had accompanied him on the trip, ANNE BULLER 
and "MC LEOD" had returned with PHILLIPS, "CHARLEY" SIMS 
and TOM MC EWAN still being "there". According to PHILLIPS, 
henceforth any : lending' Canadian CP functionary requiring 
medical or surgical care, or desiring a "rest", or a 
vacation, could go to the Soviet Union. He implied that 
arrangements regarding such trips were made with the CCCPSU. 
The .principal purpose of such trips, however, continues to 
be "the briefing" of Canadian OP functionaries in the Soviet 
Union. BUCK referred to MC LEOD'S going to the Russian 
Embassy at Ottawa in regard to making arrangements for the 
trips of Canadian CP functionaries to the Soviet Union. 


BUCK expressed himself as being very happy that 
the Russians had treated "the five leading people" so well, 
They all received either medical, surgical, or dental treat- 
ment while in Russia, and were treated by "Kremlin doctors", 
(The informant recalls a passing comment by JACK COWAN 
regarding ANNE BULLEN, who had accompanied PHILLIPS to Moscow. 
Upon BULLER'S return from the Soviet Union, she stated she 
was "thoroughly imbued with the revolutionary spirit, was 
just beginning to live, and desired to work as hard as possible.) 
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The informant, seeking information, remarked to 
BUCK, "Too bad Americans can't get in on this deal."  BUCK!S 
only comment was, "Yes - it's too bad,” 


NY 69l-S then informed BUCK that he had told BETTY 
GANNETT about Canadian Delegates recently having gone to 
Mexico to attend a CP convention only to learn upon arrival 
that the convention had been postponed. The informant 
mentioned that GANNETT had replied that, "It was too bad 
that we had not known about their going down - We could have 
told them it had been postponed." 


BUCK said he was glad that NY 69l-S had informed 
GANNETT of this incident; and that thereafter, if anything 
like that should oocur again, the Canadians must be notified 
at once - even if it should require a special trip to Canada. 
Referring to the most recent Mexican CP convention, BUCK 
Stated that A. b. MAGIL was the one "who okayed the Canadian 
Delegates, and reimbursed them for expenses incurved in 
attending the convention." 


According to BUCK, LESLIE MORRIS, Canadian CP 
functionary who was one of the Canadian CP Delegates to 
the said convention, had not wished to attend in view of 
his having gone to Mexico to attend the previously scheduled 
convention, and having learned upon arrival that it had been 
postponed. At MAGIL'S insistence, however, MORRIS, despite 
his objections, attended the recent convention, 


The informant considers this information concerning 
MAGIL significant of the fact that MAGIL must be an inter- 
national CP operative, possibly acting on authority higher 
then that of the CP, USA. NY 691.-8 believes MAGIL'S insist- 
ence that MORRIS, a Canadian, attend the Mexican convention, 
and his reimbursing MORRIS and the other Canadian CP 
Delegates for expenses, are inconsistent with MAGIL!S 
operating under CP, USA jurisdiction exolusively. 


NY 69lh-S mentioned MAGIL!S arrest in Mexico, the 
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CP, USA'S concern as to whether or not MAGIL, when arrested, 
was in possession of certain funds he was to have procured 
and to have brought back to the United States, and the Party's 
relief when it was ascertained that MAGIL had not had the ` 
said funds in his possession when arrested,  BUCK seemed 
unaware of the fact that MAGIL was to have brought money 

back from Mexico, which to NY 69l-S indicated that the 
Canadian Delegates had not obtained the said funds for 

later transmittal to the CP, USA. 


NY 691-S then informed BUCK that BETTY GANNETT 
had vetoed BUCK!S suggestion of securing money for the 
CP, USA through a possible fund-raising campaign in Canada, 
GANNETT, the informant told BUCK, had stated that CP, USA 
lawyers were of the opinion that such activity would involve 
a violation of the Foreign Agents Registration Act. BUCK 
was disappointed to learn of the CP, USA'S reaction to his 
suggestion. 


NY 69h-S then advised BUCK that GANNETT still 
was anxious to obtain a loan from the Canadian CP for the 
CP, USA. BUCK replied that PAUL PHILLIPS, while recently 
in Moscow, talked to tbe Russians about CP, USA finances. 
BUCK said, "PAUL talked to 'the samo guy!, I did. He got 
the same answer I did. When you see PAUL, ask him to tell 
you the details." (The reference is to the CCCPSU member 
with whom BUCK, while in Moscow recently, had discussed 
CP, USA finances, and who indicated that the CCCPSU is 
giving financial assistance directly to the CP, USA under- 
ground.) 


NY 69)1-S told BUCK that since PHILLIPS had been 
told the same story by the Russians, and since information 
concerning the attitude of the CCCPSU in this matter may 
reach GANNETT from other sources, the informant had better 
advise GANNETT about this situation lest she suspect NY 691 -8 
of withholding information from her. The informant stated 
that if the CCCPSU should disclose that they had discussed 
the matter with the Canadians, GANNETT would assume that 
through BUCK NY 69l-S had learned of the situation, and 
failed to advise her thereof. (It will be noted that BUCK 
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and the informant previously had agreed that since 

the CCOPSU may be deliberately keeping GANNETT unaware 

of the CCCPSU'S assistance to the CP, USA underground, 

it would be best not to mention to her BUCK'S conversation 

with the CCCPSU representative, and the information obtained 

by BUCK regarding the assistance being given to the CP, USA 
underground directly by the CCCPSU,) 


BUCK agreed that it might be best at this time 
for NY 69).-S to acquaint GANNETT with the real reason why 
the Canadian CP is not inclined to furnish financial assist- 
ance to the CP, USA. 


The aforesaid conversation of BUCK and NY 69)-S 
was interrupted by reason of BUCK'S having another engage- 
ment, It was resumed, however, on the following day in a 
Toronto restaurant, 


NY 69lj-8 again pressed the matter of a Canadian 
loan to the CP, USA, telling DUCK that, according to GANNETT, 
no amount of money BUCK could furnish would solve the CP, 
USA'S finanoial plight, since the budget of the CP, USA 
requires from $6,000 to 58,000 per week. If BUCK, however, 
could lend GANNZTT $10,000, the informant said, such amount 
would give GANNETT "a breathing spell." BUCK replied that he 
would "see what could be done with 'BOYER!, but would have 
to await the latter's return from South America." 


"BOYER" was identified by BUCK, according to 
the informant, as "the Montreal businessman" who in the 
past had loaned money to the CP, USA. (It will be noted 
that BUCK in the past has mentioned to NY 69l-S, "a 
Montreal businessman" who has given money to the CP, USA.) 


BUCK said he had learned of BOYER!S being in 
Mexico through LESLIE MORRIS, who in turn had been advised 
to that effect by A. B. MAGIL when MAGIL and MORRIS were at 
the recent Mexican CP convention. MAGIL had recalled that 
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he had seen BOYER in Mexico City shortly before BOYER 
went to South America, 


BUCK then mentioned that the Canadian CP is 
"quietly" raising money at CP social functions for the 
Guatemalan political refugees now in Mexico. Though not 
large, BUCK stated, said funds are "steady", 


BUCK then told NY 69li-8 to inform WILLIAM Z. 
FOSTER and BSTTY GANNETT of the following "significant 
political event." In September of this year, BUCK received 
orders from the CCCPSU to sona to the Cominform in Bucharest, 
Rumania, "the most eligible leading Canadian comrade", who 
should work for a period of one year as a member of the 
editorial staff of the Cominform organ, "For A Lasting 
Peace", and also engage in "Agit-Prop work" (Agitation and 
Propaganda). 


This request, according to BUCK, indicated a 
radical departure in Cominform activity. Until now, he 
said, only representatives from 9 European countries have 
been invited to become members of the Cominform. This is 
the first occasion when an Anglo-American has been invited 
to participate in the work of the Cominform. It reflects 
that for the first time an individual, familiar with the CP 
Canada and the CP, USA, will be in a position to influence 
Cominform policy. 


The comrade chosen by BUCK for this post is 
STANLEY RYERSON, member of the Canadian CP Secretariat, and 
second in command to TIM BUCK. RY RSON, according to BUCK, 
is familiar not only with Canadian CP problems, , but also 
with those of the CP, USA, (It will be recalled that RYERSON, 
as BUCK previously has told NY 69l.-S, assisted CARL ROSS of 
the CP, USA to plan an escape route in Canada for the OP, 
USA fugitives. ) 8 


RYERSON, according to BUCK, will leave for Bucharest 
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before the first of the year. No one is to know that he is 
going. While in Bucharest, he will work under an assumed 
name. NY 69l-S is to relay this information to WILLIAM Z. 
FOSTER, and. to tell the latter that if FOSTER should desire 
any important matter to be discussed, or publicized, by the 
Cominform, he should advise BUCK, who will transmit FOST2R'S 
request to RYERSON in the Cominform. BUCK said FOSTER would 
be happy to receive this information, "For it will bring us 
closer to the Cominform." 


In the event, BUCK said, any difficulty should be 
encountered in transmitting POSTER'S request - or anything 
else - to the Canadian CP, he suggested that ELIZABETH 
MASCOLO'S sister, COHANNA CAREY, be used as a courier. BUCK 
stated that he uses CAREY for such assignments "about twice 
a year", 


After BUCK had had several drinks, and appeared 
in a mellow mood, NY 69l-S remarked that apparently every- 
thing was "going well with the boys" inasmuch as they were 
travelling back and forth to the Soviet Union with such . 
frequency. BUCK agreed that things "were going well". The 
informant then remarked that he"hoped the Russians would 
not spoil things again by doing something crazy." 


BUCK replied, "By golly, I hope so too. Latel 
we had to '!expel! (BUCK winked when using word 'expel' : 
four people because we could sense - and made them admit - 
that they had been recruited by our 'friends' (the Soviets). 
We continually have to be highly sensitive and alert when we 
notice certain people 'hem and haw!, and try to get out of 
certain activities. We can sense that they are involved with 
‘our friends!, who must have told them to avoid open CP 
activities, There is nothing we can do with such people 

but to chase them away or 'expel' them." 


The informant recalling that BUCK, on a prior 
occasion, had made a similar referonce to Soviet recruiting, 
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and that BUCK at that time referred to the recruitment of 
"businessmen", said to BUCK, "We have the same experience 
in the United States, I'll bet the ones they approach 
are businessmen." BUCK replied, "You are absolutely right." 


PAUL PHILLIPS 

In the first of two discussions with PAUL PHILLIPS, 
Canadian CP National Treasurer, the informant was told that 
PHILLIPS had returned from Moscow only a week before. 
PHILLIPS said that he, ANNE BULLER and "MC LEOD" had 
returned together, leaving behind "CHARLEY" SIMS and TOM 
MC EWAN. They had gone by boat to England and thence to 
Leningrad via "The Baltic route." 


In Leningrad, PHILLIPS! party was cleared at 
Customs "without trouble." According to PHILLIPS, "They 
knew who we were and didn't examino our baggage." From 
Leningrad, PHILLIPS and his group went to Moscow, where 
they stayed "not at a hotel, but in an elaborate apart- 
ment, with a housekeeper and cook in attendance," 


They were taken each day to their various appoint- 
ments in a chauffeur-driven limousine, a representative of 
the CCCPSU accompanying them. Each member of the group 
received whatever medical, surgical or dental treatment he 
needed at the Kremlin hospital. "CHARLEY" SIMS had his 
appendix removed there. 


Bach member of the group spent some time at the 
CCCPSU school in the University of Moscow. There each was 
"briefed" in the particular subject matter over which he had 
jurisdiction in Canada. In these "briefing" sessions, nothing. 
extraneous to the particular subject was discussed, That is, 
if the subject in which a functionary was being briefed were 


"education", the instructor would not discuss language groups, 


literature, science, etc. Nor would an instructor answer 
any question regarding matters outside his particular subject 
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matter. PHILLIPS said, "A person is wise who nover asks 
& question outside his own jurisdiction." 


PHILLIPS indicated that he had spent considerable 
time in discussing Ukranian problems with the CCCPSU represent- 
ative. According to PHILLIPS, "The Ukranian movement in 
Canada is disinte grating owrg to the pernicious influencé 
of DP's financed by the Canadian government." These DP's, 
according to PHILLIPS, are living much better than other 
Ukranians who are in number about one million. These "Fascist 


DP's" who upon arrival 
— kremen Re seere Tevet 
an are their neighbors; and the influence of these DP's is 


so powerful that an alarming number of defections in the 
Ukranian, Macedonian and Fimish groups are a matter of 
concern to the Canadian OP. As a result of those defections, 
about 120 "social centers" will have to be closed, Also, 
according to PHILLIPS, the newspapers supported by these 
groups are rapidly losing their influence.

PHILLIPS also stated that in Moscow ho was given 
authority to send to the Soviet Union, for instruction at 
various universities, 5 students of Rumanian, Hungarian and 
Bulgarian lineage. The CP, USA, if it so desires, may do 
likewise. PHILLIPS requested that NY 69L-8 convey this 
information to BETTY GANNETT, 


In a second conversation with PHILLIPS, NY 69L-8 
mentioned that TIM BUCK haa suggested that PHILLIPS could 
give the informant the details concerning PHILLIPS! meeting 
with the CCCPSU member with whom he had discussed the CP, USA!S 
need of financial assistance, 


PHILLIPS then said that he had talked to the same 
CCCPSU member whom BUCK had talked to, and received from 
the latter almost the identical answer as had BUCK with 
regard to CP, USA finances, This individual, whom PHILLIPS 
declined to identify, telling NY 69),-S that tho person's 
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name was of no importance to the informant, told PHILLIPS, 
"MY answer is that we appreciate your question, but must 
give you the same answer we gave comrade BUCK - that is, 
we are in direct touch." 


According to PHILLIPS, the particular group 
within the CCCPSU, handling liaison with foreign countries, 
is referred to in Moscow as "the International Department 
of the Central Committee." One CCCPSU member is head 
of the group, which consists. of said member and 25 assist- 
ants, each of whom has exclusive authority over a particular 
country and is subject only to the COCPSU member in over- 
all control of the International Department. 


The person to whom PHILLIPS had talked regarding 
CP, USA finances was this CCCPSU member in complete charge 
of the International Department. PHILLIPS mentioned that 
the person who had introduced him to the "head member" 
was the latter's assistant in charge of Canada, He also 
mentioned that this person was "a former reprosentative 
to Canada", (Referenced Airtel erroneously refers to this 
person as a former "Comintern" representative. NY 69l-S 
~- desires that it be understood that PHILLIPS referred to 
this man as "a former representative to Canada.") 


After NY 69h-S told PHILLIPS that WILLIAM Z. 
FOSTER of the CP, USA must have known this individual, 
and would be anxious that NY 691 -S be able to identify 
him to FOSTER, PHILLIPS reluctantly stated thatthis person 
is "NICK" METORSHOV (ph). 


In attempting to ascertain tho identity of the 
member of the International Department in charge of the USA, 
NY 691-8 made a casual comment concerning CYRIL LAMPKIN, 
formerly associated with the CP controlled "For Continent 
Book Store", and reported to have boon in Russia for some 
years past. NY 69l-S was curious to learn whether LAMPKIN 
possibly might have some connection with the International 
Department. 
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LAMPKIN, according to PHILLIPS, "is not an 
international guy". He is translating technical books 
from English into Russian and vice versa. PHILLIPS 
never did mention. the identity of anyone comected with 
the International Department, except METORSHOV. 
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NY 69l-3 asked PHILLIPS what the most important 
topic of discussion was in Moscow at the time PHILLIPS left 
to return to Canada, PHILLIPS replied that "more than 
ever before they feel they have won the cold war. 

It also looks like a diplomatic victory in Yugoslavia. 
The next task is to cement relations between the 
Communist Parties of Russia and Yugoslavia, They are 
optimistic about that." 


Bn route home, it was arranged by the Soviets 
that PHILLIPS and his associates visit Poland, Hungary 
and Romania. In Warsaw, PHILLIPS saw F SCD ROSE! Ss wife 
and daughter. ROSE was out at the time. They are 
living very comfortably and appear to be very happy. 
Mrs. ROSE advised PHILLIPS that FRED ROSS continues 
to be the editor of the “nglish-Polish magazine 
"Poland Today," and that he is suffering from arthritis. 
Others whom PHILLIPS had seen in Moscow were 


whom he identified as 
HAY = een involve 


While in Warsaw, PHILLIPS visited MORSKI” Ph.) 
high functionary in the Polish diplomatic corps. 
MORSKI had beenat the Polish Embassy in London as 
First Secretary a few years ago. PHILLIPS expressed 
the opinion that MORSKI soon would be leaving for 
Indo-china to work on th Truce Commission. The 
Canadians are heading this Commission, and since 
MORSKI had spent many years in Canada, where he 
had been hidden as a fugitive from the old Polish 
regime, he is a logical choice as delegate to the 
said "Truce Commission." 


PHILLIPS stated he spent five days in 
Bucharest, "where they are planning to build the largest 
printing plant in Europe." PHILLIPS', lust pertinent 
remark to NY 69h-S regarded a message he desired the 
informant to convey to BETTY GANNETT and WILLIAM Z. 
FOSTER from the Secretary of the Romanian Communist Party. 
At the request of the said Romanian Communist Party 
functionary, FOSTER or GANNETT is to contact the 
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Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers Union and inform said 
union that the Romanians refuse to pay :.30,000. for 
the right to exhibit the moving picture "Salt of the 
Earth" which was financed and produced by the said 
union. The Romanians offered “5,000. for the film 
rights and in the opinion of the Romanian Communist 
Party Secretary "all European countries will do the 
SAME » 


SAM CARR 


NY 69l-S engaged in his first private discussion 
with SAM CARR on Friday, November 12, while lunching with 
CARR at a hotel. CARR was in a very bitter frame 
of mind, roferringto trouble with his business partner, 
He also spoke contemptuously of the present. Communist 
Party leadership in Canada, He mentioned that the 
boys” had been invited to attend an anniversary 
party at the Soviet Embassy in Ottawa. "Who cares for 
their (the Soviets) hors d!oeuvres and whisky?" he said. 
"You would be surprised at the stories I have heard 
about their current stupidities and brazen operations 
here t 


NY 69h-S interrupted to say "Don't tell me 
TIM (BUCK) is involved with them!" CARR replied, 
"Faturally not TIil himself directly but he always 
has someone contacting them." (HY 69l-S assumes 
"MC LEOD" is still the Canadian CP contact man with 
the Soviot Embassy in Ottawa). 


CARR then said "Don't lot TIM fool you - 
hc is tho softestguy in the world when it comes to 
dealing with the 'Russkios!'." Despite NY 69L-8! 
guarded attempts to induco CARN to be specific as 
regards this statement, CARR made no further comaent. 


NY 6914-95 then stated to CARR "what would you 


“do if you were I and were approached in tho United States 


by the Russians?" 


CARR replied "ff you talk to them you ought 
to have your head examined. From your knowlodge of 
what they did to me, you ought to know they are a 
bunch of cold-blooded animals;"

NY 691-535! next private meeting with CARR 
was on Saturday after CARR had had an opportunity to 
talk alone to ISIDORE NEEDLEMAN, The informant and 
CARR spent the afternoon at a Russian steam bath. 
NY 69l-S again mentioned the possibility of his being 
contacted in the United States by the Russians, and 
CARR stated, "Don't get started with them. They 
aren't human." l 


The informant then mentioned NEEDLEMAN 
stating that the Russians could not be so bad as CARR 
painted them for NEEDLEMAN had been trying to help 
CARR by contacting the Russians. The informant 
then asked CARR whether NEEDLEMAN had not brougnt 
a message to CARR from the Russians. 


CARR stated that NEEDLEMAN "had seen someone, 
but not the one he had venteg to see." All he received 
from NEEDLEMAN, he stated wa Mávice, "keep your chin 
up and be patient." 


CARR, according to NY 6914-58, then indulged 
in his usual excoriation of the Soviets, and complained 
about his isolation, stating he was"moro isolated now 
than before." He also stated that if the Soviets ` 
should decide to assist him, "it would take a long time." 
He stated that he was "lucky to have beon one of the 
few guys tho came out of Russia alive." 


To NY 69h-S! inquiry concerning how that 
had been arranged, (CARR!s escape from Russia) CARR 
replied "through my good friends - like NÆSDLEMAN. 

He was the one who made the contacts with the Soviets 
and arranged for my departure (to Russia) in 1916." 
CAR? also stated that during the period prior to his 
departure for Russia, he had been in hiding: in the 
home of PHILIP and OLGA FIZLD. 


CARR then comnented that "the local Canadian 
Communist Party is in danger of losing JOE SALZBERG, 
Communist Party member of the Ontario Provincial Government, 
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According to CARR, SALZBERG is drifting farther and 
farther away from the Party." In the last Communist 
Party Convention, CARR stated, "they did not put 
SALZBERG in the Politburo - they put him only on 
the National Committee. If this policy continue," 
CARR stated, "they will drive SALZBERG to Zionism." 
In fact, CARR further remarked, . "the rumor is 
now spreading that SALZBERG originally came from 
Zionism." This is a deplorable situation, CAR stated, 
since SALZBERG is the "only one" left in the Ontario 
Provincial Government. 


STANLEY RYERSON 


NY 69h-5 had a brief meeting with STANLEY 
RYERSON, who, as mentioned above, is to go to the 
Cominform about the first of the year. RYERSON, 
after accepting the informant's congratulations on 
his new assignment, stated that he expects to leave 
Canada for Bucharest about the first of the ycar, 
but that before leaving he hoped to finish writing 
the first volume of his history of Canada. RYERSON 
and NY 69l.-S agreed to meet as soon after RYERSON! s 
return to Canada as possible. 


HILKA HORMAVIRTA (Phonetic), wa: Hilka Stewart 


Through JACK COWAN, a moeting between the 
informant and HITKA HORMAVIRTA (phonetic), with alias: 
HILKA STEWART, was arranged. HORMAVIRTA ts a Canadian 
Communist Party osteopath, who accompanied BEATRICE 
VAN SLYKE, WILLIAM Z. FOSTER's granddaughter to Moscow 
recontly. COWAN introduced NY 69L-5 as "a very reliable 
guy from the United States to whom HORMAVIRTA should 
tell the story of her trip to Moscow with BEATRICE 
VAN SLYKE." 


HORMAVIRTA furnished NY 691-8 with the follow- 
ing information: 


BEATRICE had been brought from Now York to 
Toronto by "FRANCES" (FRANCES DAMON WILLIA¡IS), who 
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upon "delivering" BEATRICE to HORMAVIRTA, gave the 
latter the report of a Dr. FURST (phonetic) concerning 
BEATRICE! 8 condition. The report reflected that 
BEATRICE was suffering from schizophrenia. After 
preliminary proce ivwas, and vaccination, BEATRICE 
and HORMAVIRTA flew to Paris, and went immediately 
to the Soviet Embassy there. 


At the Sovict Embassy they learned that 
"owing to a mix-up," the visas they had expocted to 
obtain there actually were in London. Consequently 
HORMAVIRTA and BEATRICE had to spend six days at a 
Paris hotel until the said visas were sont from London. 


They went to Moscow via Helsinki, Finland. 
Upon arrival in Moscow they were met by "Intourist 
people" who arranged for them to stay temporarily 
at a hotel, After waiting three days at the hotel 
and after being contacted in the interim by nobody, 
they were surprised on the fourth day 
by the arrival at their room of "three big bruisers" 


who moved them into a private apartment away from the 
center of town. They were told that they could not 


move about freely, and that all of their scheduled 
appointments would be under the supervision of one 
of the three men - the interpreter. 


Thereafter, BEATRICE,at the insistence 
of the CCCPSU, was subjected to a series of interviews 
and examinations at hospitals to which only important 
CP functionarics were admitted. Aftor weeks. of 
diagnostic treatment, it was the consensus of Soviet 
doctors that BEATRICE was not suffering fron schizophrenia, 
The Soviet doctors disagreed with the "Freudian" diagnosis 
of American doctors, stating that BEATRICE by reason 
of her physical handicap regarded herself as a “displaced 
person" in society. 


These doctors decided to teach BEATRICE 


various occupations that would make hor again a normal, 
useful person. She would learn painting and music, 
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and a spocially constructed typewriter would bo given 
to her for practico work. Money ås to bo no object 
in tho caro op treatment of BZATRICE. Whon HORMAVIRTA 
finally loft BEATRICE, one "NINA," a mombor of the 
Central Committce, who spoaks porfect English, was 
assigned to be BEATRICE! s companion. 


HORMAVIRTÀ stated that BEATRICE, despite 
what tho Russians say, is vory sick montally and 
will have a lot of troublo.” According to HORIAVIRTA, 
"BEATRICE is naive - far from a political person." 


HORMAVIRTA statod that while in Moscow 
she had asked to sec two important Sovicts, neither 
of whom she was pormittcd to contact. Onc was 
"LOSOVSKY" (phonotic), former hvad of the Rod Trado 
Unions and also at ono timo hoad of the Forcign Press. 
The other was "MANUILSKY" (phonctic), former head of 
the Comintern and member of the Central Committoos and : 
present "Party Hoad” of tho Ukraino, HORIAVIRTA, as d 
NY 69l-S was informod by COWAN, is tho wife of a 
Canadian Communist Party functionary, The officc 
at which sho practicos osteopathy is locatud at 
Avonuc Road and Prince Arthur Stroct, Toronto, 
Canada,

Mrs, MENDELSOHN was informed by Mrs, ZEITLIN that the 
group was going on a ten-month tour of Europe, On the way back 
home they were to stop in Israel to-visit the parents of STUART 
JACK SEBORER, Mrs, MENDELSOHN does not know the name of STUART 
SEBORER!s parents or their address in Israel. 
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After leaving the United States in July: 1951, Mrs.

NY 694-S contacted TIM BUCK, Head of the 
Canadian CP, at the latter's home at 18 Ravena Crescent, 
Toronto. 


Conversation at first was social in nature, 
BUCK suggesting that NY 694-S spend the night at BUCK's 
home. For "security" reasons, however, the informant 
declined the invitation: he told BUCK that the CPUSA 
would regard his staying at BUCK's home as a security 
violation, 


NY 694-S then informed BUCK that the latter's 
memorandum regarding SUSLOV's criticism of the CPUSA Draft 
Resolution and the foreign assignments of both WILLIAMSON 
and IRVING POTASH had been delivered to EUGENE DENNIS and 
that it was being studied most carefully by the CPUSA, The 
informant also told BUCK that DENNIS through MARTHA STONE 
had requested that NY 694-5 ascertain from BUCK whether the 
latter could furnish any further details concerning these 
matters, 


BUCK stated that he had no further information 
to furnish at this time but expressed the opinion that 
such desired information might be made available by JACK 
STEWART, Editor of the Canadian "Tribune", Labor Progressive 
Party organ, who was expected to return in a week or two 
from a trip to Moscow and "the democratic countries". 
STEWART has been abroad since last July, BUCK thought 
STEWART must have been in contact recently with JOHN 
WILLIAMSON since they both had "business" in Scotland in

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connection with a meeting in Scotland of a "International 
Committee of Editors",  BUCK intimated that WILLIAMSON has 
some kind of status as correspondent for the "Tribune". 
BUCK suggested that when NY 694..S next should be in Canada 
he contact JACK STEWART for further information that the 
CPUSA might desire, 


BUCK stated that had the informant come to Toronto 
a day later BUCK would not have been there to see him. 
"eferring to information previously furnished to NY 694-8 
to the effect that BUCK was scheduled to attend the 20th 
Congress of the Russian CP in Moscow on 2/14/56, BUCK 
advised as follows: 


Several days prior to the informant's visit, 
BUCK. had been informed by the Soviet Embassy in Ottawa that 
the date of his departure had been advanced to 12/10/55, 
which necessitated his beginning on 10/19/55 a national 
tour of Canada, from which he would return to Toronto 
about the third week in November. BUCK stated that there 
was every possibility that he would go to China first 
before going to Moscow. Although he has no information 
regarding the matter, BUCK would not be surprised if his 
advanced date of departure indicates that the date of the 
Russian CP Congress has been advanced, 


ln view of the advanced date of his departure 
BUCK suggested that if the CPUSA should have any business 
which they desire him to discuss in Moscow, NY 694-S meet 
BUCK in Toronto during the week prior to BUCK's departure. 
The informant agreed to do this, 


NY 694-S delivered to BUCK WILLIAM Z. FOSTER's 
reply to an article by the Soviet economist I. TRACHTENBERG 
and translated by LESLIE MORRIS, Canadian OP functionary, 
in charge of trade union matters, The Bureau has been 
furnished a copy of the TRACHTENBERG article and FOSTER's 
reply thereto has been furnished to the Bureau by separate 
letter under the caption "CPUSA - PAMPHLETS AND 
PUBLICATIONS", Before leaving Canada, NY 694-S received a 
note from LESLIE MORRIS, Canadian CP functionary to whom 
BUCK had transmitted the FOSTER memorandum, requesting the 
infaemant to "tell BILL (FOSTER) that we will pass along 
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"his very good comments on the TRACHTENBERG article to the 
cuthor as we are sure it will be helpful to him as it has 
to us", 


It will be noted that the primary purpose of 
NY 694-5! trip to Canada at this time was to enlist the 
aid of TIM BUCK in ascertaining from the Soviets information 
regarding the whereabouts of the missing SEBORER brothers 
in whom ISIDORE NEEDLEMAN has manifested such great 
interest. NY 694-S had not been able to contact PAUL 
PHILLIPS before meeting BUCK. As it will be recalled, 
PHILLIPS is the Canadian CP functionary, who until now 
presumably has been attempting to aScertain from the 
Soviets information concerning the missing SEBORER 
brothers. Being anxious not to offend PHILLIPS by going 
over his head in soliciting BUCK's assistance in the matter, 
NY 694-S decided it would be best to maneuver PHILLIPS 
into suggesting that BUCK contact the Soviets regarding 
the SEBORER brothers, At this meeting with BUCK, therefore, 
the informant told the latter that while in Moscow BUCK 
might be able to assist the CPUSA in & very delicate 
matter concerning which PAUL PHILLIPS was familiar. 
NY 694-8 stated it concerned individuals who had gone to 
Moscow some years ago and from whom no word had been heard 
in a long time. The informant suggested that he first 
talk to PHILLIPS about the matter and then disouss it 
again with BUCK on the following day before BUCK should 
leave on his Canadian tour, 


BUCK stated he would be only too happy to assist 
in the matter and agreed that it would be best that NY 694.8 
discuss the matter firgt with PHILLIPS. As the hour was 
late NY 694-8 left BUCK's home to go to a hotel for the 
night. 
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On the following day, NY 694-8 after a conference 
with PHILLIPS which is reported below again contacted BUCK 
and briefed the latter regarding the SEBORER matter insofar 
as it is known to the informant. BUCK was in too much of 
a hurry to discuss the matter at length and stated that 
before leaving for abroad he would desire to have another 
discussion of the SEBORER matter, at which time he would 
require "all available details", He promised, however, to 
make the necessary inquiries in Moscow concerning the 
missing SEBORERS. : 


NY 694-8 also told BUCK that if the latter should 
go to China, BUCK could be of assistance to the CPUSA in 
another matter. Before leaving New York to go to Toronto, 
the informant advised BUCK he had been in contact with 
ISIDORE WOFSY, CP member active in the CP Reserve Fund 
(secret fund). WOFSY had suggested that the informant 
enlist BUCK's assistance in selling abroad a stock of 1600 
portable printing presses owned by the CP, 1,000 of which 
are hidden in the basement of Toby's Appliance Company in 
New York City. (These 1,000 printing presses, discovered 
originally by the informant at the aforesaid address, 
periodically are monitored by NY 694-S, who stores material 
of his own in the bassment of Toby's Appliance Company. 


NY 691-3 suggested that the Chinese Communists 
might desire to buy these printing presses whinh, according 
to WOFSY, could be sold for $15,000.00. They are for sale, 
according to WOFSY, because theCP currently needs cash. 
Also, according to WOFSY, the market in which the presses 
could be sold is limited in that infringement of patent 
rights is involved, Under international law, the presses 
could not be sold in countries having patent laws but since 
China probably has no patent laws, it was WOFSY's opinion 
that the presses very likely could be exported to and sold 
in China. 
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NY 


BUCK told NY 694-8 to discuss this matter with 
him again before BUCK leaves for China. He indicated that 
he would be willing to negotiate with the Chinese Communists 
for the sale of the printing presses. BUCK commented that 
"such a sale probably would have to be handled indirectly 
through Hong Kong", 


SAM CARR 


As mentioned above, before seeing TIM BUCK for 
the second time, and furnishing the latter with details 
concerning the SEBORER brothers, NY 694-8 decided to 
maneuver PAUL PHILLIPS into suggesting that BUCK's 
assistance be secured. Before talking to PHILLIPS, 
however, the informant contacted SAM CARR to determine 
whether the informant's tactics might antagonize PHILLIPS 
and whether CARR possibly might know the SEBORER brothers. 


At first, without mentioning names and furnishing 
details, NY 694-S informed CARR of the SEBORER matter. 
CARR then asked for the names of the individuals concerned, 
but, when told, stated he never had heard of them, From 
CARR's reaction NY 694-8 believed the latter was telling 
the truth about not knowing the SEBORERS. CARR then said 
that BUCK should be requested to make the necessary 
inquiries in Moscow concerning the SEBORERS and agreed 
that it would be best that NY 694-8 maneuver PHILLIPS into 
making the suggestion that BUCK do so. 


PAUL PHILLIPS 


In the first conversation between the informant 
and PAUL PHILLIPS, CP National Treasurer, it was agreed 
that since PHILLIPS was extremely busy at the time only the 
SEBORER matter be discussed. NY 694-9 told PHILLIPS that 
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the latter must realize that the reason why ISIDORE 
NEEDLEMAN was prodding PHILLIPS so persistently about the 
SEBORER brothers was that NEEDLEMAN is seriously concerned 
about this matter, (It will be noted that in the past the 
informant. being unaware of the nature of the problem PHILLIPS 
was handling for NEEDLEMAN could ask the latter only whether 
PHILLIPS had any "news! for NEEDLEMAN, At this time, however, 
NY 694-S by mentioning Specifically "SEBORER brothers" 
indicated to PHILLIPS that NEEDLEMAN had informed him of 

the SEBORER problem.) 


NY 694-8 further told PHILLIPS that the latter 
must understand that a family is involved in this situation - 
brothers and parents who are pressing NEEDLEMAN to determine 
whether their relatives are alive Since this family has 
not heard a word from the missing SEBORERS in years they 
are likely to become hysterical and cause considerable 
embarrassment and trouble. For this reason, it is 
necessary to obtain some information about the SEBORERS, 


PHILLIPS replied as follows: 


"Tell GIBBY (NEEDLEMAN) he has to realize that in 
a matter of this nature if the Russians don't recognize 
the existence of these people, or admit that they are 
there in Russia, nothing in the world will make them come 
out openly about the situation. Take the case of the two 
Englishmen (BURGESS and MC LEAN). Do the Russians admit 
that they are there, or that they are alive?, Do they give 
anybody an answer to this problem? I can't do anything 
further on it, Let me make a suggestion on it. TIM (BUCK) 
will be leaving in December. Perhaps it will be better for 
him to take this up as a 'first person! rather than rely 
on couriers r 'secondary people! who are afraid to follow 
through on a thing like this." Having achieved his purpose 
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in having PHILLIPS suggest enlisting BUCK's assistance, 

NY 694-8 told PHILLIPS that the latter's suggestion was 
exoellent and since he had mentioned the matter to BUCK 
only "generally and hypothetically" on the previous day he 
now would contact BUCK again and after briefing the latter 
regarding the situation would request BUCK's assistance. 
PHILLIPS then said "it would be a good idea, if possible, 
to get from GIBBY more pertinent information - particularly 
the circumstances of the SEBORERS leaving, so that TIM 

( BUCK) may know what he is talking about. When GIBBY 
Spoke to me he wasn't very 'detailed!," 


In a second meeting with PHILLIPS, NY 69H-S 
told the latter of his having contacted WILLIAM Z, FOSTER 
before leaving for Canada. FOSTER desired the informant 
to advise the Canadian CP that the CPUSA currently is 
EE administratively. By "administratively", NY 
694-5 told PHILLIPS, FOSTER meant that the open party now 
has the services of many capable people who previously had 
been in the CP Underground. The informant told PHILLIPS 
he specifically had asked FOSTER whether the latter wished 
to convey the impression that there was a numerical 
expansion in the Party and that FOSTER stated he was referring 
only to an "administrative" expansion. 


NY 694-S also told PHILLIPS that FOSTER desired 
PHILLIPS to know that the reason why PHILLIPS! suggestion 
concerning language group problems had not been put into 
effect was that the CPUSA heretofore has lacked the personnel 
to do so. FOSTER referred Specifically to PHILLIPS! 
Suggestion concerning exchange of students, maintenance of 
better liaison between Canadian CP and CPUSA language groups, 
and a OPUSA editoris &ccompanying a group of Canadian CP 
editors to Moscow. å 
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FOSTER wanted the Canadian CP to know that the 
"national groups" suffered most during the past critical 
period. As soon as things become normal, however, a 
"capable language group comrade" will assume control of 
the national group and one of his first assignments will 
be to contact PHILLIPS. 


PHILLIPS stated that he understood and appreciated 
FOSTER 's explanation and requested that NY 694-S discuss the 
following with the CPUSA leadership: 


The Croetian and Yugoslav comrades are not 
"reacting" sufficiently fast toward TITO, (PHILLIPS 
intimated that this criticism has emanated from the QCCPSU). 
He suggested that "we try to get our comrades to react in 
that direction." The Russians, he said, want these 
people to approach Yugoslav officials for the purpose of 
obtaining movies, etc., that will make these people more 
"Yugoslav conscious", Many of the Croetians, particularly, 
PHILLIPS noted, are: not too friendly toward TITO. It should 
be borné in mind, however, that Yugoslav officials in US 
Embassies are not to be trusted and that people should not 
become friendly with these individuals. They are under 
suspicion, 


Another matter to be reported to the CPUSA, 
PHILLIPS stated, is that at the present time, serious 
discussions are being held.'on the other side' concerning 
the Cominform. Because of the illness of STANLEY RYERSON, 
Canadian CP delegate to the Cominform, no details are 
available, RYERSON being too ill to attend the aforesaid 
discussions. Word has reached PHILLIPS, however, that 
soon there may be changes in the Cominform: 


Ihese might be structural in nature, and it is 
also possible that there might be a complete dissolution 
of the Cominform, The reasons for the dissolution of the 
Cominform could be: 
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l. There cannot be an effective Cominform 
without China as a member, 


2. An agreement re dissolution of the Cominform 
may have been made with TITO, 


3. RYERSON has advised that soon the Cominform 
organ "For a Lasting Peace - For a People's Democracy" 
will go out of existence, 


A further matter which PHILLIPS desires to be 
called to the attention of the CPUSA is the following: 


In Canada today there are a large number of 
recently arrived Italian immigrants, open minded, sympathetic 
people whom the CP could organize with ease.  Heretofore, 
the Canadian CP has been negligent in "drawing these people 
into the movement". Soon, however, the CP in Canada will 
begin to organize these Italian immigrants by forming 
clubs, social groups, etc., for them. The first activity 
in this regard will take place about the first of the year 
11956). A conference will be held to initiate such 
activity and the Canadian CP desires that the CPUSA send 
"an Italian functionary from the National Office, CPUSA" 
to attend this conference. Also, there is need in Canada 
for an Italian paper which could be distributed in both 
Canada and the USA, The Canadian CP would like the CPUSA 
to join in establishing such a paper, 


Another matter for NY 694-S to report to the CP 
USA is that a request has come from "abroad" that the Slavs 
in the Canadian CP publish a quarterly magazine in English, 
It would be a good idea for the CPUSA to participate in and 
help in this venture. The said magazine would be in effect 
"a Slavish North-American publication", 
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J.B. SALSBERG i 


It will be recalled that during the informant's 
last trip to Canada, he attempted to contact J.B. SALSBERG, 
member of the National Committee of the Canadian CP and 
former member of the Provincial Parliament of Ontario, 
who had been recently in Moscow, When NY 694-S attempted 
to contact SALSBERG at the latter's summer home he learned 
that SALSBERG had been delayed abroad and would not be in 
Canada during the informant's last visit. 


SALSBERG, as NY 694-8 had learned from Canadian 
CP officials, had taken issue vith the Canadian CP on the 
"Jewish question" Originally a Zionist, SALSBERG has 
contended that the Jew in Canada is losing his identity as 
a Jew, being a victim of assimilation by other races. 
SALSBERG has charged the Canadian CP with negligence in 
that the Canadian CP is doing nothing to prevent the 
ultimate extinction of Jews as a race, He has charged the 
Soviet Union also with negligence in this regard. The 
Party, in turn, has accused SALSBERG of being a Zionist. 


SAM CARR, with whom NY 694-S discussed SALSBERG 
before contacting the latter, had this to say about 
SALSBERG: 


CARR never liked him, and had always regarded him 
as a Zionist, SALSBERG, in CARR's opinion, delights in 
raising issues which cause attention. Although not saying 
SO in so many words, SALSBERG is accusing the Soviet Union 
of anti-Semitism, The Party always has had trouble with 
him. At one time he was a member of the Political 
Committee of the Canadian CP but now he is only a member 
of the National Committee, 


Although he is a Party member, his social life 
centers about well-to-do middle-class Jews who flatter 
him and justify their association with him by saying that 
he is'& captive" of the CP. SALSBERG's wife is employed 
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by a Zionist social. organization from which she receives 
$8,500.00 per year in salary. CARR considered it 
remarkable that the Zionists tolerate her, knowing her 
husband to be a leading Communist, SALSBERG presently is 
a candidate for the Canadian Parliament from the Spadina 
District. 


CARR told NY 694~S to note that during the 1920's 
SALSBERG, although a Canadian, was associated with 
ZARITSKY (phonetic) of the Hat € Cap Makers Union in the USA. 
At that time he was associated with the said union in 
Chicago, In CARR's opinion, SALSBERG's position on the 
Jewish question is opportunistic. The Party, however, 
does not dare to expel him because of his popularity with 
leading Jews in Canada and the USA, å 


SALSBERG's difference with the Party reached a 
climax last Spring after he had been defeated for re-election 
to the Canadian Parliament. Since he was no longer in 
office the Party thought it a good idea to send him to 
the Soviet Union for "a brain-washing" with respect to the 
Jewish question, The Party thought that perhaps the CCCPSU 
could "straighten him out". SALSBERG's trip to Moscow, 
however, did not achieve the desired result: in CARR's 
opinion and in the opinion of the Canadian CP functionaries 
with whom CARR had discussed the situation, SALSBERG now is 
"worse than ever, extremely inimical toward the Party, and 
toward the Soviet Union as regards the "Jewish question". 


It will be noted that NY 6914-85! express purpose in 
contacting SALSBERG was to obtain from the latter any 
information SALSBERG may have obtained in Moscow regarding 
WILLIAM Z. FOSTER's granddaughter, BEATRICE VAN SLYKE, 


Upn meeting SALSBERG, NY 694-S was told by the 


latter that he had not seen FOSTER's granddaughter inasmuch 
as She had been in a hospital while SALSBERG was in Moscow. i 
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He was pleased, however, that the informant contacted him 
because through NY 694-S he desired to transmit messages 
from IRVING POTASH to GITA POTASH, POTASH's wife, and to 
EUGENE DENNIS. The informant was to tell GITA POTASH that 
her husband, IRVING, desired that she meet him either in 
Moscow or in Warsaw, depending upon where POTASH might be 
at the time of his wife's visit. POTASH desired his wife 
to assist him in deciding where they eventually should live, 
Moscow, POTASH had stated, was "definitely out", 

(According to SALSBERG, GITA POTASH had expressed a 
preference for Moscow.) POTASH wished GITA to know that 

the many friends she once hád in Moscow are no longer there, 
She has the choice of living in one of the following cities: 
Warsaw, Prague, Bucharest, or Budapest. Upon GITA's 
arrival abroad she and IRVING would visit each of these 
cities and decide which they liked best. 


She is not to elose their apartment in the 
States, or sell their furniture as yet. This can be done 
at a later date, after they choose a new place of residence 
abroad, 


The message to EUGENE DENNIS from IRVING POTASH 
was as follows: 


The "plan" submitted to the CCCPSU by JOHN 
WILLIAMSON and POTASH has been approved: WILLIAMSON will 
work from London and POTASH from either Warsaw, Prague, 
Bucharest, or Budapest, depending upon his choice, 
(SALSBERG at this point commented that the Russians were 
happy that POTASH preferred to work in a city other than 
Moscow. They believed that "Moscow might seem suspicious 
to the outside world".) POTASH will be doing the same work 
as WILLIAMSON, only in a different place in Europe, (Note: 
WILLIAMSON is reportedly a CP "listening post" in London.) 
Both WILLIAMSON and POTASH will be Russian "reps 
(representatives) set up and financed by Moscow", 
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At this point, NY 694-S told SALSBERG that 
according to NIGEL MORGAN, Canadian CP functionary, who 
recently reported coneerning the future activities of 
WILLIAMSON and POTASH, POTASH had expressed a desire to 
work for the Cominform in Bucharest, as a member of the 
Staff of the "World Federation of Trade Unions",  SALSBERG 
replied "Nó, that's wrong. Its definitely for the Party. 
I asked him ( POTASH) twice about this. The son of a gun! 
He is starting to recruit guys already for his office. I 
think he was trying to get one of our boys (Canadians in 
Moscow) to work for him. This particular guy, however, 
is too valuable in what he presently is doing", 


NY 694-S inferred from SALSBERG's remarks that 
POTASH will operate an office out of which various 
subordinates also will function. Inasmuch as POTASH and 
WILLIAMSON are to be doing the same type of work, ‘the 
informant concludes that WILLIAMSON also will head a staff 
of operatives in London, 


SALSBERG then mentioned that he had been in 
Warsaw where he saw some Americans, including DORA 
LIPSHITZ and GEORGE SISKIND. These two, as are other 
Americans in Warsaw, are engaged in radio work, DORA, 
according to SALSBERG, has a very responsible position in 
radio and is doing a most effective job. SISKIND, however, 
does not seem to fit too well into radio work. Radio, 
SALSBERG stated, is "the American field in Warsaw", and 
the Americans there seem very happy. 


Referring to his "brain-washing" by the CCCPSU 
mentioned heretofore, SALSBERG related the following: 


When he arrived in Moscow he went immediately to 
the CCCPSU where he was given a reception and treated as a 
very important person, Thereafter, he"submitted" to a 
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medical examination at the Kremlin Hospital - an examination 
which he did not want. Next it was suggested that he go 
to Sochi (phonetic) in the Crimea for a month of rest. 
This suggestion lead to an argument with officials, 
SALSBERG insisting that he was in "good shape" and 
desirous of entering without delay into discussions with 
the CCCPSU for which he had been summoned to Moscow. The 
officials, however, insisted that "the vacation" was 
prescribed routine for all leading personnel and that 
SALSBERG must abide by their decision in this regard. 
After a lengthy argument, & compromise was effected: 
SALSBERG was allowed to go to a rest home on the outskirts 
of Moscow and to commute to the city as he might wish. 


To his surprise, he found JOHN WILLIAMSON and 
IRVING POTASH at the rest home. They were receiving "the 
same tveatment",  SALSBERG spent more time with POTASH than 
with WILLIAMSON, the latter having "run back and forth" to 
Moscow frequently, always in a highly nervous state, 
( SALSBERG remarked with a laugh that WILLIAMSON was always 
dressed like a peasant.) According to SALSBERG, he 
frequently accompanied either WILLIAMSON or POTASH to 
Moscow, where they would go to the same building (CCCPSU 
office) but would not see each other for the rest of the 
day. (NY 694-S infers that WILLIAMSON and POTASH would 
£o to one office of the International Department of the 
CCCPSU and SALSBERG to another.) 


SALSBERG was ordered by the COCPSU to present 
his grievances to a commission of three men, the Chairman 
of said commission having been DAVID SUSLOWSKY (phonetic), 
a member of the CCCPSU and an Editor of "Pravda", 


. SUSLOWSKY is a Jew, The second member of the commission 


was Professor I. MINTZ, whom SALSBERG described as one of 
the leading historians of the Party. He too is a Jew. 
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(NY 691-8 notes that both he and CG 5824~S were personal 
friends of MINTZ, CG 5824-S having met MINTZ when the 
latter was a Professor at the Lenin School. CG 5824-S last 
saw MINTZ in Moscow in 1947.) 


The third member of the commission was a high- 
ranking general of the Red Army whom SALSBERG did not 
identify by name, but whom he described as "not Jewish", 


According to SALSBERG, as a result of his 
discussion of the "Jewish question" with this commission, 
he necessarily coneluded.that "the only semblance of 
Jewry in Russia today is a synagogue here and there", 

When hé asked them about the whereabouts of leading Jewish 
leaders and writers the answer was either "They are dead" 

or "We do not know",  SALSBERG, by questioning the 
commission, ascertained that there are no Jewish publications 
in Russia today. He made a point of determining that the 
Jewish equivalent of "Pravda" is out of existence. He 
learned also from the commission that there are no longer 
any Jewish cultural societies, theaters, etc., in Russia 
today. 


When SALSBERG directed the general questioning to 
SUSLOWSKY "What happened to the leading Jews in the Soviet 
Union?", SUSLOWSKY replied evasively "Here is your answer, 
sitting before you is one of our leading historians in the 
Party - å Jew (MINTZ). I am another example.  LAZAR 
KAGANOVICH (phonetic) is another. (KAGANOVICH, according 
to SALSBERG, is a member of the Presidium). 


SALSBERG noted that the Red Army General had 
little, if anything, to say, and that MINTZ actually did 
most of the talking. After consideradle "fencing" on the 
part of the commission they admitted that some serious 
mistakes had been made with respect to Jews when there was 
a wave of nationalism after the war. The greatest crimes, 
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they said, were attributable to BERIA, whom they blamed for 
the imprisorment and slaughter of Jews, particularly 


"leading Jewish personnel", According to SALSBERG, MINTZ's 
description of how ruthiess BERJA had been in his treatment 
of Jews was "beyond words", He quoted MINTZ as saying 


"it seemed as if some of them just disappeared from the 
face of the earth," 


SALSBERG also quoted MINTZ as stating that when 
the Jewish doctors were arrested and STALIN was informed 
thereof by MOLOTOV and KAGANOVICH, STALIN did not believe 
the Goctors guilty and ordered that they "go easy on 
them", BERIA, however, insisted the doctors were guilty 
and it was only after BERIA exhibited to STALIN the 
doctors! "confessions" that STALIN agreed with BERIA!s 
judgment concerning the doctors! guilt. STALIN, according 
to MINTZ, always had given BERIA "a free hand", and 
consequently, the latter was able to do the demage which 
he did. In the case of the doctors, however, STALIN 
prevented BERIA from executing them immediately as BERIA 
had wished to do, According to MINTZ, everything that 
BERIA was involved in as regards Jews is being reinvestigated, 
Thousands of cases, he said, are being re-examined. 


SALSRERG said that he raised with the commsssion 
the question "What steps if any are being taken in the 
Soviet Union today to preserve the isentity of Jews as a 
race?", To this question, SALSBERG seid he added the 
comment "If this continues, there wiil be no Jews as such", 


MINTZ, according to SALSBERG, undertook to answer 
his question as follows: 


"Let me give you again an example of myself and 
my family. I ama Ukrainian Jew. So was my father and 
his father's father, I recall my grandfather as a 
religious man and a student of the Taimud, My father also 
was religious, imbued with Jewish culture. I was brought 
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up as a Jew in my youth but I gave it up with the coming 

of the revolution. I joined the Red Army. I still can 
speak Jewish, but my daughter, who knew a few words of 
Jewish as a child, now never speaks it. Her daughter does 
not know any Jewish at all. This is what happens, and what 
will happen. Therefore, you can see that our need for 
Jewish publications, theaters, eto. is no longer existent," 


SALSBERG said in conclusion that although the 
commission sat for several days he "did not get all the 
answers", He remarked that he had been quite impressed 
by.MINTZ, but that SUSLOWSKY and the Red Army General 
had made absolutely no impression upon him. 


JOE GERSHMAN 


At the request of PAUL PHILLIPS, NY 694-S contacted 
JOE GERSHMAN, member of the National Committee of the 
Canadian CP, Editor of "Wochenblatt", Canadian equivalent 
of the "Morning Freiheit", and Head of the Jewish Bureau 
of the Canadian CP.  GERSHMAN, according to PHILLIPS, 
desired that NY 694-S transmit a letter from GERSHMAN to 
PAUL NOVICK, Editor of the "Morning Freiheit" in New York. 
GERSHMAN mentioned J.B. SALSBERG's having been in Moscow and 
the purpose of SALSBERG's having gone there as mentioned 
above. To the informant's question whether GERSHMAN had 
detected any change in SALSBERG!s attitude on the "Jewish 
question" GERSHMAN replied "No - in fact its worse than 
before he left. We have had some discussion with him but 
because of his election campaign we'll have to wait for 
further discussions." 


GERSHMAN then gave NY 694-S a letter written in 
Yiddish by GERSHMAN, which he requested the informant to 
deliver to PAUL NOVICK, Editor of the "Morning Freiheit". 
The letter, & copy of which is being furnished herewith to 
the Bureau, was translated by SE HYMAN N. RABINOWITZ of 
the New York Office, who is particularly familiar with 
Jewish publications. The letter reads as follows: 
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"October 3, 1955 
"My dear friend: 


"You certainly are correct, important things 
have taken place, many changes, and we 

must arrive at a new approach. But this 
isn't so easy for us due to a number of 
reasons which I cannot write about in a 
letter, The subject is quite involved 

here, but we will get straightened out 

very soon, I hope. 


"Certainly, the new tone of Hershel's 
newspaper means something; the same 
applies to the way Joseph Baruch's 
greetings were played up everywhere. 
Another item of news is 'the invitation! 
to Dubinsky's committee to send a 
delegation directly there to discover how 
the Jews there are getting along. I know 
that this is a difficult subject. 1 see 
how you skirt around him by reporting 
what they write on this subject in the 
"New York Times'; the interview in the 
Daily! that they are waiting for Meaney's 
approval, etc. However, perhaps it would 
be a bit better if we learned a little 
more so that we might know to what extent 
we could say, firmly and pointedly: 'Well, 
why don't you send a delegation? You 
don't want to reveal a good card in your 
hand?! 


"Let me know your opinion about this. 
On the other matter, our opinion remains 


that one of you should attend our family 
celebration which won't take place until 
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"November (the 19th and 20th). We had 
to postpone it on aceount of 1,B.'s 
election and because of the peace 
celebration at the beginning of November, 
Ineidentally, please tell your manager 
Chaim that he will receive an official 
answer to his letter, but the question 
of the 'M,F,' is also on the agenda and 
that it would be a good thing if he 
accompanied the person or persons who will 
come to us. But the main thing is let 
me know whether you ean come. It is 
superfluous to write that we insist you 
be one of our guests, 


"We are again experiencing a bacchanalia. 
We are being pushed to the wall, a little, 
on account of 1,B,'s election, Our enemies 
are making a big issue out of every little 
detail, But the general sentiment is that 
by going over to the offensive (somewhat 

as you did in your article last Thursday), 
we will convince the Jewish masses who 

the real friend of Israel is. 


"Our next problem is this, We, here, 

are having difficulties with that fellow 
S.M. whose article about Ber Mark you 
published two Sundays ago. We are having 
trouble with him both in the Profarein 
(possibly professional club - H.N.R.), 

of which he is a member, as well as in 
the fraternal organization. So we 
decided not to publish his work any more 
until we straighten him out. And I am 
interested in advising you, officially, 
that you and other publications no longer 
publish his work until you hear from us 
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"that you may. I understand that he 
sent something to 'Zamlungen!. It 
should be stopped immediately, 

otherwise our difficulties with him will 
be intensified. 


"That's all for today. Everyone here 
Sends regards, 


"Your, 
"(Xshike ?)" 


SE RABINOWITZ had made the following 
interpretive comments regarding the above letter: 


Paragraph one probably refers to the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia selling arms to Egypt and the 
Arabs. 


In.paragraph two "Dubinsky" is probably DAVID 
DUBINSKY of the ILGWU and the "Committee" is probably the 
Jewish Labor Committee.  Hershel is probably HERSH 
SMOLIAR, Head of the Jewish Communists in Poland. 


In paragraph three, "Chaim" probably refers to 
CHAIM SULLER, Manager of the "Morning Freiheit", 


In paragraph four "your article last Thursday" 
probably refers to PAUL NOVICK!s article entitled "Serious 
Problems Concerning Israel's Independence", which appeared 
on Page 5, columns 2-5, in the September 29, 1955 edition 
of the "Morning Freiheit", 


In paragraph five, the initials"s.M." probably 
refer to MITZMACHER, who wrote an article concerning the 
book "The Uprising In The Warsaw Ghetto", by Ber Mark, 
Warsaw, Poland, said article having appeared on Page li, 
columns 1-5, of the 9/25/55 edition of the "Morning Freiheit". 
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"Zamlungen" referred to in said paragraph is & quarterly 
magazine published by the YKUF Jewish Writers Club. 


SE RABINOWITZ further advised that there is no 
letter "J" in Yiddish, the letter "I" being substituted 
therefor, "I,B," therefore is "J,B.", the reference being 
to J.B. SALSBERG, who is currently a candidate for election 
to the Canadian Parliament. 


GERSHMAN told NY 694-S that the leading Jews in 
the Canadian and American Parties must meet to discuss the 
"Jewish question". The informant is to tell NOVICK that 
the latter is to arrange to meet GERSHMAN and several other 
leading Jewish Canadian CP funotionaries, It is desired 
that NOVICK be accompanied by RUVIM (RUBIN) SALTZMAN 
(former head of the Jewish Section of the IWO and now head 
of Jewish Clubs, according to NY 694-3), and GEDALIA 
(GEORGE) SANDLER (former assistant to RUBIN SALTZMAN in 
the IWO and now head of Jewish Schulers (sohools)). 


Inasmuch as GERSHMAN had mentioned that he had 
been in New York in August conferring as Canadian CP 
representative with CPUSA functionaries regarding "the 
furrier situation", NY 694-S asked GERSHMAN what the 
current Canadian CP reaction is to ABE FEINGLASS, who has 
purged the Fur and Leather Workers Union in the USA and 
Canada of Communist officials, 


GERSHMAN advised as follows: The Canadian CP 
"retreated and submitted" to FEINGLASS because the local 
furrier membership endorsed FEINGLASS' position. Two weeks 
ago GERSHMAN and BILL KASHTON, Canadian CP trade union 
funetionary, conferred with FEINGLASS in Toronto, They 
argued with him and condemned him for his anti-Communist 
attitude in the fur situation. They asked how he could do 


such a thing to us", 


FEINGLASS, according to GERSHMAN, replied "Look! 
I am doing this to make sure the merger (Fur and Leather 
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"Workers Union with the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workrea's Union AFL) will go through. In fact, I 
consult with DUBINSKY almost every day about this problem. 
He thinks I am 'tops' and agrees with everything I do, but 
once the merger goes through 'I'll fix their wagon!," 


GERSHMAN told NY 694-S that it was his opinion 
and also BILL KASHTON's that "FEINGLASS is a lot of baloney", 
FEINGLASS, he said, has lied on many occasions in the past 
and has been caught in so many lies that "we have lost 
count",  GERSHMAN noted that by his and KASHTON's order 
FEINGLASS was under surveillance after he departed from 
the meeting with KASHTON and GERSHMAN, The surveillence 
report was to the effect that "FEINGLASS had gone straight 
to FEDERMAN" (Head of separate AFL fur union in Canada), and 
that together they went to a "left-wing meeting where 
FEINGLASS introduced FEDERMAN to the membership, 


GERSHMAN completed his comments by remarking 
that "the situation is not all bad in Canadian fur, 
Winnipeg and Montreal are promising for the future.” 


JACK COWAN 


NY 694-S contacted JACK COWAN, owner of the 
"World Trading Corporation" and the "Overseas Travel 
Agency" in Toronto, COWAN, it will be recalled, currently 
is negotiating to obtain the exclusive agency for 
"Intourist" in Canada. COWAN advised the informant that 
he had sent to Moscow the following terms, in accordance 
with which he would be willing to operate the "Intourist" 
agency. He requires that he be given the exclusive "Intourist" 
agency for Canada, all other travel agencies being required 
to purchase tickets for travel to Russia from him; he 
requests that the Soviets advance him $10,000.00 for 
operations for the first year, this amount to be used for 
payment of personnel, sales promotion, and advertising; 
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that initially only one office be opened in Canada; and 
that for each ticket sold COWAN receive 25% commission, of 
which he would pay 10% to the agency purchasing said 
ticket, 


In addition to the above terms, COWAN will insist 
upon the following: That before opening an "Intourist" 
office he go to Russia to study at first hand hotel and 
tourist accomodations; that thereafter he go once å year 
to Russia - at the expense of the Soviets - for inspections 
and consultations. For the first year COWAN will demand 
no salary for himself. He has told the Soviets that in his 
opinion between 300 and 400 tickets should be sold in the 
first year of operation, 


According to COWAN, the Soviet Ambassador to 
Canada, who is now in Moscow, is presenting COWAN's terms 
to the "Intourist" authorities in Moscow, The Ambassador 
is scheduled to return to Canada in several weeks at which 
time COWAN expects to learn whether his terms have been 
accepted by the Soviets. 


COWAN requested that NY 694~-S transmit to ISIDORE 
NEEDLEMAN in New York COWAN's terms to the Soviets. He 
said that NEEDLEMAN is attempting to make å similar 
arrangement with the Soviets for JACK BJOZE who operates 
the Vogue Travel Agency in New York City. According. to 
NEEDLEMAN's arrangement with BJOZE, NEEDLEMAN will receive 
from BJOZE for each ticket sold a commission which 
NEEDLEMAN will Gonate to the CPUSA, 


COWAN stated that since the above described terms 
Were sent by him to Moscow he has been asked by the Polish 
and Czechoslovakian governments to operate their travel 
agencies in Canadá. He has sent them terms identical with 
those he sent to "Intourist", he advised.  COWAN suggested 
that it would be a good idea for JACK BJOZE to contact the 
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Poles and the Czechs for similar American business, 
NEEDLEMAN should handle this matter for BJOZE, according 
to COWAN, 


At the suggestion of NY 694-S, COWAN agreed that 
before TIM BUCK should leave for China in December, a group 
of the leader's friends known as the "Holideers" would hold 
& farewell party for BUCK in Toronto on or about 12/4/55 
(NY 694-S is a member of the "Holideers). At this party, 
BUCK is to be given a traveling bag, an overooat, and a 
suit of clothes, and also a number of small articles, such 
as fountain pens, wnich he may give as gifts to CP 
functionaries whom he will meet abroad, The "Holideers" 
will pay for the aforesaid clothing and fountain pens, but 
COWAN will bear the total expense of the party for BUCK, 


GITA POTASH 


On NY 694-S! return to NY, he contacted GITA 
POTASH, wife of IRVING POTASH, and transmitted to her 
IRVING POTASH's message to the effect that GITA should join 
him abroad to assist in deciding where they should live, 
GITA told NY 694-S that she could not join POTASH abroad 
because she has no passport, and because the government has 
instituted denaturalization procedings against her. She 
mentioned also that her daughter expects to give birth in 
February, that the said daughter had applied for a passport, 
but for all practical purposes the application had been 
denied inasmuch as the government had asked the daughter 
to sign a non-Communist affidavit, GITA stated that for 
her daughter!s sake she would not leave the USA unless she 
was certain that she could return, 


GITA mentioned also that she did not agree with 
POTASH's "argument" about "ruling out" Moscow because her 
friends are no longer there. She said she had chosen to 
reside in Moscow not only because of friends but also 
because of her familiarity with the Russian language.

Mrs, ZEITLIN, MIRIAM SEBORER and the SEBORER brothers. The 
Philadelphia "Division accordingly requested that the office 
of origin (New York) consider furnishing ROSE MENDELSOHN 
with MAX SEBORER!s name, which name MENDELSOHN allegedly is 
unaware of at the present time. It was su : that à $ 
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MENDELSOHN might then write to MAX SEBORER as a relative 
inquiring concerning the present whereabouts of her aunt, 
Mrs. ANNA ZEITLIN, and also the SEBORER brothers. 


It is recalled that the basis of the current investi- 


gation regarding the subject is the interest of ISIDORE 
GIBBY NEEDLEMAN, alleged Communist "secret service" man 

and alleged Soviet espionage agent, in the SEBORER brothers. 
From fragmentary information emanating from NEEDLEMAN, 

NY 694-S deduced that OSCAR and STUART JACK SEBORER may be 
"behind the Iron Curtain."

NY 694-S advised that on 8/23/55 NEEDLEMAN finally 
took him into his confidence concerning OSCAR and STUART 
JACK SEBORER to the following extent: 


i Writing the names of OSCAR and STUART JACK SÉBDRER 
on à piece of paper and identifying them as MAX SEBDRER's 
brothers, NEEDLEMAN explained the "situation is we have to 
make cortact, itg been three years since we heard from them, they 
are in the 'big city! (Moscow)." NEEDLEMAN continued, "They 
had to beat it when the trouble started and went there 
naturally." NEEDLEMAN added "we" do not know if they are 
alive or dead and mentioned that one had worked in the War 
Department. Writing down the name "MIRIAM" (MIRIAM ZEITLIN 
SEBORER), NEEDLEMAN stated she is a doctor there. 


When the informant told NEEDLEMAN that he would 
ask TIM BUCK, Head of the Canadian Communist Party, who 
allegedly traces Americans and Canadians in the USSR upon 
occasions, to assist in the matter, NEEDLEMAN apparently 
thought well of the idea according to NY 694-5. NEEDLEMAN 
also promptly burned the papers upon which he had written 
the names of OSCAR, STUART JACK and MIRIAM SEBØRER according 
to the source. 


The New York Division advised that NY 1537-5* 
voie a similar audible information as that related by NY 
914-5 e.

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In view of the above information and that pre- 
viously reported in this investigation, it appears that 
the situation of the subject and STUART JACK SEBØRER is a 
matter of great importance and extreme confidence to 
NEEDLEMAN. Recalling that MAX SBBORER has been previously 
reported as being continuously in association with NEEDLEMAN, 
it would appear that any inquiry concerning the subject and 
STUART JACK SEBORER made of MAX SEBORER would very probably 
be promptly conveyed to NEEDLEMAN.  NEEDLEMAN in turn is well 
known to presume that the FBI constantly employs indirect 
methods in developing information concerning matters and 
individuals with whom he is involved. 


In report ff SA JOSEPH F. DIFFLEY dated 8/16/55 
at New York captiored "MAX SEBORER, wase, IS-R,'" NY 1015-S* 
advised that ROSEMARENAL told NEEDLEMAN on 6/23/55 that. 

GLORIA (apparently GLORIA CHOMAEP KATZ) had been visited by 

two men who inquired about MAX and OSCAR SEBDRER. NEEDLEMAN 
wanted to know if these men asked álso about STUART JACK SBBORER, 
which query ROSE ARENAL answered in the negative. It is 
recalled that on 6/23/55 GLORIA CHOMAK KATZ was interviewed 

by agents of the New York Division concerning MAX, STUART JACK 
and OSCAR SEBORER. * a 


recommends that the office of origin does not make MAX 
SEBORER's name available to MENDELSOHN at this time. It 
appears -that NEEDLEMAN and MAX SEBORER may have already been 
alerted to the fact that this Bureau has an interest in the 
SEBORER brothers. Further inquiries may serve to confirm this 
in their minds. If convinced the FBI is interested in ascer- 
taining the whereabouts of the subject and STUART JACK SEBORER, 
MAX SEBORER and NEEDLEMAN may be in a position to hamper this 
Bureau's efforts in resolving instant investigation. 


In view of the above, Washington Field Office \ 


NEEDLEMAN?s indicating that OSCAR and STUART JACK 
SEBDRER ",,...had to beat it when the trouble started...." 
presents the first evidence that there was any trouble prompting . 
the SEBORER brothers! departure from the U, S. in the summer 
of 1951. There was no previous indication to this office 
that they tried to keep their departure to Europe a secret 
or that they appeared to be in any great hurry in getting 
out of the country. Just what part NEEDLEMAN played in 


m e 
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assisting their departure appears obscure, since they all 
travelled on legitimate passports on commercial transpor- 
tation. NEEDLEMANts present interest, therefore, could be 
based upon certain activities of these individuals, possibly 
involving espionage, rather than in connection with assist- 
ing their departure from the U. S, in 1951. Other than 

for NEEDLEMAN's acute interest in the subject and STUART 
JACK SEBORER, as reported by NY 694-8, complemented by 
NEEDLEMAN 's remarks to the informant on 8/23/55 as set 
forth above, there has been adduced no evidence of espionage 
activity on the part of the subject thus far in the current 
investigation. 


New York airtel dated 8/25/55 captioned "STUART 

J. SEBORER, IS-R'" and 'OSCAR SEBORER, IS-R' pointed out the 
possibility that the two subjects were members of an espionage 
apparatus. It was suggested that in view of this possibility, 
Washington Field Office might desire to initiate investigation/ 
to determine the specific duties performed, and information 

to which the SESORER brothers had access and handled during 

the course of their government employment, 


Washington Field Office feels that such investi- 
gation is not warranted at this time. It would be extremely 
time consuming to catalog such information, if same is 
available, regarding the positions the subject held in the 
U. S8, Navy Department. It is obvious that the subject had 
access to classified information in view of the AEAA investi- 
gation conducted concerning him by this Bureau. Until 
such time as there is evidence that the subject was or is 
engaged in espionage, the ascertainment of the specific 
information he may have been in a position to furnish does 
not appear to be appropriate investigation. 


STUART JACK SEBORER is the subject of a separate 
investigation in this office. Specific recommendations in 
that investigation will, of course, be made in that case 
file. 


Regarding investigation by the office of origin, Se 
EEN the Office of Security, U. 5. Depart- We 
ment o ate, as of 8/24/55 advised the records of that ue 
office contain no information identifiable with OSCAR SHBORER 


other than as set forth in referenced report, a copy of which 
was disseminated to the Office of Security. 
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Inasmuch as the negative check of State Depart- 
ment, Office of Security records represents the only infor- 
mation suitable for dissemination in this investigation at 
this time, no report is being prepared by the office of 
origin pending receipt of further information. The infor- 
mation furnished by NY 694-S is not deemed suitable for 
dissemination since by its nature it tends to disclose the 
identity of that highly regarded source. A report suitable 
for dissemination will be submitted by the office of origin 
when outstanding leads abroad are covered, 


For the information of the Bureau and interested 
offices, the following is set forth concerning outstanding 
leads: 


Bureau letter dated 8/5/55 in captioned matter 
reflected that by letter dated 6/13/55 Legat, Paris, France, 
was requested to develop information through the American 
Express Company in Paris concerning certain baggage stored 
for OSCAR SBBORER.

While the above strategy is not questioned or disagreed with 
in the case of MAX SEBORER (NY origin), reNYlet provided WFO with the 
benefit of this background information for the first time. The strategy 
and planning of the NYO in the MAX SEBORER case may well apply to the 
cases of OSCAR and STUART JACK SEBORER also. However, until fully 
advised of such information, WFO has no alternative except to conduct 
investigations in which this office is origin on the basis of available 
information. 


Regarding interviews of various friends, relatives, and other 
contacts of MAX SEBORER for the purpose of obtaining information 
regarding the present whereabouts of OSCAR and STUART JACK SEBORER, WFO 
feels the value of such investigation is debatable. If NEEDLEMAN and 
MAX SEBORER are not aware of these persons! wheresbouts, it is difficult 
to understand why contacts should have such knowledge in the absence 
of specific information which might render them knowledgeable. 


Report of SA EDWARD J. MOORE, Jr., da¥ed 2/28/55 at New 
York, captioned, "MAX SEBORER, IS-R," set fo infonnation from 
NY 1236-9: regarding a letter found in MAX ORER!s possession in 
October, 1951. This letter, bore signatures which in all probability , 
were contractions of ANNA ZEITL IN, MIRIAM, oscar, and STUART JACK 
SEBORER. 


& letterhead which was probably indicative of a French or Swiss 
address. A lead was set out on the basis of this address. 


While the above letter may not have been from the persons 
identified by the signatures thereon, and-is of unknown date, the 
possibility, nevertheless, exists that it may have been written in 
1951 by the SEBORERs from either France or Switzerland. If so, there 
appears possible inconsistency when NEEDLEMAN states, "They have not 
been heard from for three years," and were in Moscow. This may also 
indicate that possibly NEEDLEMAN is not as well advised concerning 
the whereabouts of OSCAR and STUART JACK SEBORER as he contends.

In view of current information, WFO will make prelimina 
e OA rre 
to determine the practicability of ascertaining what specific informa- 
tion OSCAR SEBORER had access to while assigned to Los Alamos, and 
also while assigned with the U. S. Navy at the Underwater Sound Labora- 
tory in New London, Connecticut, and at the Bureau of Ships, Washington, 
D. C. From such inquiry, WFO will advise the Bureau and NYO what 


investigation appears possible and feasible in this case as well as 
how WFO intends to implement such investigation. 
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It is pointed out that the LGE investigation of OSCAR 
SEBORER took place in early 1919. In connection with that inquiry, 
seven employees at the U. S. Navy Underwater Sound Laboratory were 
interviewed between 2/21/49 and 3/7/19, as well as the operator of a 
roominghouse in New London where OSCAR SEBORER resided. No evidence 
of any foreign sympathies or disloyalty toward the U. S. was obtained 
from these interviews. Additional investigation was conducted in 
December, 1919, and January, 1950; however, no disloyal information 
was adduced. This would appear to be the only FBI inquiry which (as 
stated by NEEDLEMAN) was the basis for the SEBORER brothers! "antici- 
pating trouble! and, subsequently, leaving the U. S. in July, 1951, 
at least a year and a half later. a 


As set forth in report dated 7/21/55 at Washington, D. Co, 
under this caption, the subject obtained his passport on 2/7/51 and 
left the country on 7/3/51. It would appear logical to assume that 
if OSCAR SEBORER felt the FBI was closing in on him, he would have 
left the U. 5. promptly after having obtained his passporte The five- 
months! lapse time would have provided the U, S. Government ample time 
to cancel his passport or take other action to prevent his départure 
from the country. It is felt that SEBORER undoubtedly assumed that 
information regarding his obtaining a passport would be made available 
to this Bureau or any other U. 8. Government agency conducting a 
security type investigation concerning him. 


WFO agrees with the contentions of the NYO that the investi- 
gations of OSCAR and STUART JACK SEBORER should be closely co-ordin- 
ated with the MAX SEBORER and NEEDLEMAN investigations. Tt is pointed 
out that NY 691-5, NEEDLEMAN, and MAX SEBORER are in New York, and, 
virtually, all of the information which is the basis of this investi- 
gation has been developed from these sources,

NY 69l-S stated NEEDLEMAN then "cooled off" as 
we finally became convinced that NY 69h-S realized the 
SHLORER matter was not a "political" one, NY 69l-S promised 
NEEDLEMAN he would propérly handle the matter with BUCK,

SEBORERS were attached to an apparatus. 


On 10/25-26/55, NY 69l-S furnished the following 
additional information to SAS BURLINSON and O!TOOLE,as set out 
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in HY letter dated 11/7/55, captioned "SASH; ESPIONAGE -R", 


This information was obtained from Canadian CP 
fine tionaries during informant!s fisit to Toronto during the 
period 10/18-22/55, The primary purpose of NY 69l-S! trip to 
Canada was to enlist the aid of TIM BUCK, head of Canadian 
GP, in ascertaining information from .the Soviets regarding 
the whorocabouts of the missing SEBORER brothors in whom 
NEEDLEMAN has manifested such great interost, NY 69l-S had 
not been able to contact PAUL PHILLIPS, Canadian OP National 
Treasurer before meeting BUCK. Until this time, PHILLIPS 
presumably was the person who has been attempting to ascertain 
information from the Soviets regarding the SEBORER brothers, 
Informant had told BUCK that while in Moscow, BUCK might be 
able to assist the CP, USA in a vory delicate matter with 
wiftch PHILLIPS was familiar, Informant stated it concerned 
individuals who had gone «to Moscow some years ago, and from 
whom no word had beenreceived in a long time. 

After the. informants. contact. with PHILLIPS, E 3 
informant briefed BUOK regarding tho SEBORER brothers insofar 
as the matter was known to the informant, BUCK was in too 
much of a hurry to discuss the matter at length, and stated 
hat bofore leaving for Moscow on 12/10/55, he (BUOK) would 
wish to havo another discussion of the matten at which time 
he would want 'hll available details." BUCK promised to make 
ell necessary inquiries in Moscow regarding the missing SEBORERS. 


Tho problem of the SEBORERS was discussod by PHILLIPS 
and the informant Wopointed out that the reason why NEEDLEMAN 
was prodding PHILLIPS so persistontly regarding the SEBORER 
brothers was that NEEDLEMAN was seriously concorned about tho 
matter, PHILLIPS was aware that NEEDLEMAN had told the 
informant of the SEBORER brothors, It was further indicated 
to PHILLIPS that the latter must understand that a family is 
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involvod in this situation and that it is the parents and 
brothers of the SEBORERS who are pressing NzEDLEMaN to determine 
wielher these relatives are alive. Since this family has. 

no; heard a word from the missing SÆBORERS in years, they 

aro likely to become hysterical and cause considerable 
embarrassment and trouble. For this reason, it was necessary 

to obtain some information regarding the SEBORERS, 


PHILLIPS stated "Toll GIBBY (NWEDL¿MAN) ho has 
to realize that in a matter of this nature, if the Russians 
don!t recognize the existence of these people or admit they 
are there (in Russia), nothing in the world will make them 
come out openly about the situation. Take the case of the 
two Englishmen ( BURGSSS and MAC LL.N.) Do the Russians admit 
that they are there or that they are alive? Do they zive 
anybody an answer to this problem? TI cant do anything 
further on it. Let me make a suggestion, TIM (BUOK) will be 
leaving in December, Perhaps it will be better for him to 
follow this up as a !first person! rather than rely on 
couriers or !secondary people! who are afraid to follow 
through on a thing like this," 


* PHILLIPS further stated "It would be a good idea, 
if possible, to get from GIBBY more pertinent information-- 
pavticularly the circumstances of the SEBORERS! leaving, 
so that TIM (BUCK) may know what he is talking about. When 
GILBY spoke to mo, he wasn't very detailed,"

According to COLLINS, VENDELSUH: has no disciplinary action on his 
record, His previous occupation was listed as that of a mechanic. He was 
born 8/15/09, Philadelphia. He is 517", 139 pounds, white and married. 


Regarding commendations for MWEDELSOHN, ANNA GIBBS, Secretary for 
LEIDY HOLME, lend and Thompson Streets, wrote to the Police Department com- 
mending Officer MENDELSOHN for apprehending a thief. On 9/19/50, MELBA J. 
GOLDMAN, 3839 Cambridge Street, wrote to the Police Department commending 
Officer MENDELSOHN for apprehending a thief, 


On 9/3/52, Officer MENDELSOHN was arrested on a warrant issued by 
Magistrate CIBOTI on the oath and affidavit of FRED SAITZ, 5209 North 9th 
Street. He was charged with assault and battery. On 9/8/52, the case was 
held for the Grand Jury by the same magistrate, COLLINS advised the facts 
of this case were that the son of FREDA SLITZ insulted Officer MENDELSOHN's 
daughter, Officer MENDELSOHN arrested the boy, and the mother of the boy, 
FREDA SAITZ, in turn, had Officer VENDELSOHN arrested, COLLINS added that 
it is not unusual for a policeman to be arrested after having made an arrest. 
It is often a "retaliation" tactic used by the arrested person's family. On 
10/2/52, the bill of indictment in this case was "ignored" by the Grand Jury, 


On 6/25/5h, Officer MENDELSOHN requested a transfer from the 16th 
District to the foot traffic district, This request was disapproved. Officer 
MENDELSOHN's request was based on his statement that "his wife is suffering 
from a slight mental illness, and that a transfer to foot traffic would 
eliminate his 'last out! tour of duty." COLLINS explained that the "last out" 
tour of duty is the Midnight to 3:00 a.m. shift. Men in the Police Department, 
according to COLLINS, will often use auy excuse, even a minor illness of any 
member of the family, as a means of avoiding this tour of duty, It is noted 
that MENDELSOHN shortly after the above r „uest was transferred to the Sanita- 
tion Squad on 9/28/5h.

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COLLINS discreetly questioned Sergeant EDMOND MAYNES, MENDELSOHN !s 
present superior. MAYNES advised he considers MENDELSOHN completely trust- 
worthy. MENDELSOHN is a deeply religious person of the "Jewish Faith," 
MENDELSOHN is not loud or boisterous. MAYNES would not hesitate to allow 
MENDELSOHN to handle any confidential assignment, 


Two other members of the Police Department who have worked with 
MENDELSOHN closely, Sergeant CHARLES WEBSTER and Patrolman HERMAN CLARK, were 
discreetly questioned by COLLINS. Both believe that MENDELSOHN is loyal and 
trustworthy. Both recommended MEWDBLSOUP for any confidential assignment, 


COLLINS was of the opinion that * EWDELSOHN has a good record with 
the Police Department and, based on this record, COLLINS feels MENDELSOHN could 
be trusted to be discreet, 


Despite the information that WREWJSLSOHN requested a transfer on 
6/25/5l due to the fact that his wife was suffering from a "slight mental 
illness," it is believed that MENDELSOHN can be safely contacted in this matter, 
MENDELSOHN could be discreetly questioned about his wife's "slight mental ill- 
ness! and whether the condition is that oi being "generally upset" over her 
missing relatives.
